Lord and Saviour Jefus Cbrlft, iSc. 



TN the fixth month after Joho, firnamed the Baptift,* 
'*' was conceived, the angel Gahriel (who had in- 
, time paft foretold to Daniel, the coming of the Mef-- 
fiahy hy a definite numher of weeks) was fent hy God» 
to Nazareth in Galilee, to the blelTed virgin Mary,* 
that was betrothed to Jofeph, of the fame tribe of Ju-' 
dah with herfelf, and of the flock of David, who, af<^ 
ter falutations, declared unto her that (he {hould bring 
forth the Son of God, and fiiould call his name Je-< 
jfus ; and having more fully taught her of the admi- 
rable manner of their conception, to be performed by 
the power of the Holy Ghoft overfhadowing her, 
with great faith fhe faid, Be it to the handmaid cf the 
Lord according to thy word^ Luke i_. 26, 38. 

Chrift being thus conceived, the mother of our 
Lord went into, the hill country, with hafte into a city 
of Judah (to wit, Hebron, a city of the priefts, 
fituate in the mountains of Judea, Jofli. xxi. 10, iiO 
where, when fhe entered into the houfe of Zacharias 
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the pneft, and had fainted her coufin Elizabeth, she 
perceiving the child to fpring in her womb, was fil- 
led with the Holy Ghoft, and declared that Mary was 
bleflcd- which believed, and confirmed that thofe things 
ibould be performed that were told her of the Lord : 
to whom for an anfwer the bleffed virgin (imitating 
that fong of Hannah, i Sam. ii. i.) rehearfed that di- 
vine hymn. My foul doth magnify the Lord^ &c. Af- 
ter which Mary tarried with her about three months, 
Luke i. 39 — ^6, 

Not long after, Jofeph finding his betrothed wife 
Mary, with child, was willing to put her away pri- 
vily ; but being warned of God in a dream, and in- 
formed that {he had conceived by the Holy Ghoft, 
and fliould bring forth her fon Jefus, who jQiould yJz^^ 
his people from their fins, he taketh his wife, Matt^ 
1. i8, 24. 

When the time of Mary ""s delivery drew near, there 
came forth a command from Auguftus, that all the 
Roman world ihould be taxed, which taxing was firft 
made, when Cyrenius was governor of Syria, Luke 
ii. I • whereupon Jofeph went up from- Galilee, from 
the City of Nazareth, into Judea into the city of Da- 
vid^ which is called Bethlehem, becaufe he was of 
' the houfe aad lineage of David, that he might be 
taxed, with Mary his wife, being great with child, 
Luke ii. 4, 5. ' 

During their abode there, Jefus Chrift the Son of 
God, in the fulnels of time, was born of the mod 
blefled virgin Mary, at Bethlehem, Matth. i. 25. and 
ii. I, 5. Gal. iv. 4. in the four thoufandth year of 
the world, faith the learned Primate of Ireland, Doc- 
tor Uih'er, whom Mary rolled in fw addling clothes, 
and laid him in a manger, becaufe there was no room 
in the inn, Luke ii. 7. 

Chrift being thus born, his nativity was revealed 

' by 
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by an angel of the Lord^ to (hepherds that were keep- 
ing their Dock hj night in the neighbouring fieidtf, 
which word, a multitude of the heavenly hoft receiv- 
ing, prayed for glory to God, peace to the earthy and 
good will to men. When they were departed, the 
fhepherds making hafte to Bethlehem, found Mary 
■and Jofeph, and the child lyirtg in the manger ; and 
they publiQied that which was told them concerning 
the child, and fo returned, praifing and glorifying 
God, Luke ii. 8, 20. 

The eighth day after his nativity the child was cir* 
cumcifed, and his name was called Jefus, which was 
fo appointed by the angel Gabriel, before he was con^ 
ceived in the womb, Luke ii. 21. • 

Prefently after, the wife men from the eaft, boing 
guided by a new andextraordinary ftar, came to He- 
rod to Jerufalem, and there, having learned that the 
birth place of Ch rift was Bcthlelvem of Judea, they 
went thither, and entering into the houfe which was 
poinded out to them by the, ttar that ftood over if, 
they found- the little child, and Mary his mother^ «ind 
falling down they worftiipped him, and opening their 
treafure^, they offt red unto him, gold, frankincenfe, 
and myrrh. Then being warned o!: God in a dream, 
that they fliould not return to Herod, they departed 
into their own country another way, Matth. ii.-t 
—12. : . '. 

The fortieth day after her delivery, Mary went up 
to Jerufalem to the temple, both that Ihe mi^ht ])re- 
fent him to the Lord according to the law of the firft*-- 
born ; and^alfo that (he might offer for herfelf a pair 
of turtle doves, or two youncr pigeons, (flie being fo 
•poor that fhe could not offer a lamb) accordino to 
the law, concerning women that had lain in, Luke ii. 
22, 23, 24, 27. with Le\r. xii. 2, 3, 4, 6, 8. 

When his parents, Joftrph and Mary, brought the 
child Jefus into the teniple, to do for him accocdwu^ 

A3 "^^ 
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to the cuftom of the law, there csime in at the fame 
time, Simeon of Jerufalcm, to whom it was revealed 
by God'y that he fliould not die before he had feen the 
anointed of the Lord, whom he took in his arms, and 
praifed the Lord, adding prophefies, both concerning 
dhriii and his mother. At the fame inftant alfo came 
Anna, a prophctefs, the daughter of Phanuel, who 
alfo acknowledged tlie Lord openlj, and fpake of him 
to all that looked for redenoption in Jerufalem, Luke 
iii. 25—38. 

Thus when Jofeph and Mary had performed all 
things according to the law of the Lord, they rcturn- 
jcd into Galilee, to thtir own city Nafzareth, Luke 

ii. 39- . 

Some ti«ie after, the angel of the Lord appeared 
unto Jofeph in a dream, warning him to fly into £«- 
•gypt, thereby to provide for the life of the child, and 
to efcape the malicious defigns of Herod, who having 
by the wife men, heard that one was born king of 
the Jews, fought todeftcoy him: and accordingly Jo- 
jfeph when he awaked, took the young child and his 
•mother by night, and went into Egypt, xvhere he re- 
mained until the death of Herod, Matt. ii. 13 — 15. 

But Herod thinking that the young child had been 
flill at Bethlehem, (being further provoked by the 
iwife mens not returning to him) that he might de- 
ftroy him amongft the refl, fent forth fome of his fol- 
/diers, who killed all tli*^hildren which were in Beth- 
lehem, and in all the coafl thereof, from two years 
old and under, according to the time of the ftar firft 
feen in the eaft, concerning which he had enquired of 
the wife men. Matt. ii. 16. 

After the death of Herod, who had fought the life 
of the young child Jefus, the angel of the Lord ap- 
peared again to Jofeph in a dream, whild he was in 
Egypt, commanding him that he ihould return with 
the young child and his mother, into the land of 

Ifracl, 
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Ifr^el, for be that fought his life was dead : an^ 
accordingly when Jofeph awaked, be performed 
what was bj the angel enjoined him, M^tth. ii, 19^ 
ao, 21. 

But when he was come back into the land of If- 
rael, he heard that Archilaus reigned in Judea, in the 
room »f his father Herpd ; he therefore feared to go 
thither ; and being warned of God in a dream, he 
departed into the parts of Galilee, (which tetrarchy 
Herod had given bj will to Antipas) and there dwelt 
in the city of Nazareth, from whence Jefus took the 
name of Nazarene, Matt. ii. 22, 23. and the primi- 
tive Chriftians of Nazarcnes, A£ls xxiv. 5. 

When Jefus was twelve years old, at the feaft of 
the paflbver, he was brought to Jerufalem by his pa- 
rents, Jofeph and Mary ; and when the feven days 
of unleavened bread were ended, his parents return-i 
ing home, Jefus (laid behind them. But fo foon as 
they miffed him, they fought him three days, and at 
Jail found him in the temple, fitting in the midfl of 
the dodors, bearing them, and aiking them queflions, 
fo that all that heard him were aftoniihed at his un« 
derflanding and anfwers, Luke ii. 41—47. 

Then went Jefu^ down with his parents to Naza- 
reth,^ and was obedient to them, Luke ii. 31. and 
during his ininority, followed his father's trade of a 
carpenter, eating his bread in the fweat of his brow, 
jas appears by the fpeeches of his fellow citizens. Is 
not this the carpenter ^ the fon of Mary / Mark vi. 3. 

The thirtieth and the laft jubilee, falling in the 
thirtieth year of our Lord Jefus Chrift, and in the 
beginning of his gofpel, John, his forerunner, pro- 
claimed in the wildernefs, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord^ and make his paths Jlraighty Mark i. 12. and 
ope:iing the acceptable year of the Lord, or tjie time 
of his divine pleafure, in which our good God vouch*- 
ikfed to manifell that great One to the world, Ifa. Ixi. 
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2. Luke IX. 19. For in the T3th year of the reign of 
Tiberias Csefar, Pontius Pilate being governor of Ju- 
dea, Herod Antipas tetrarch of Galilee, his brother 
Philip tetrarch of Iturea, and the region of Tracho- 
nitis, and Ljfanias tetrarch. of Abilene, under the 
priefthoods of Annas and Caiaphas, came the word of 
the Lord unto John the fon of Zacharias in the defert, 
Luke iii. la. according unto whofe command this 
Nazarite, both prieft and prophet of the Lord, did 
baptize in the defert of Judah (in which there were 
many cities v»^hich are mentioned, Jofli, xv. 16.) 
preaching the baptifm of repentance for the remiffion 
of fins. Matt. iii. i. Mark i. 4. Luke iii. 3. endea- 
vouring, that Chrift that came after him might be 
made known to Ifrael, John i. 7, 8, 13. which that 
he might more certainly know, this fign was given 
him of God, that upon who he ftiould fee the Holy 
Ghoft defcending and remaining, he ftiould thereby 
know that it was he that fliuuld baptize others with 
the Holy Ghoft, John i. 33. Tt is moft probable 
(faith the learned Dodor Uftier) that this his mini- 
ftry began on that moft convenient day, the loth of 
the feventh month, (about the 19th day of our Ofto- 
ber) which was both penitential, being joined with a 
folemn faft, in which whofoever did not affliA his 
foul, ftiould be cut off" from his people, and alfo ex- 
piatory, in which the high prieft went into the holy 
of holies to expiate the fins of the people with blood 
that was offered : and that fame diay in which, by the 
found of trumpet, the jubilee was commanded to be 
proclaimed over all the land, I^ev. xxv. 9. 

So John Baptift, the preacher of repentance and 
remiflion of fins, to be attained by the blood of Chrrft 
that was to come, paflSng through every region round 
about Jordan, lifted up his voice like a trumpet, fay- 
ing. Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand: 
whereupoa thtr^ went out to him Jerufalem, and all 
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Judea, and all the regions routed about Jordan (efpe* 
ciallj that huge multitude which returned from Je« 
rufalem, the feaft of tabernacles being ended about the 
beginning of our November) and were baptized of 
him in Jordan, oonfeffing their fins, Matt. lii. 2, 3, 5, 
6. Mark i. 5. 

And when all the people were baptized, Jefus 
came alfo from Nazareth of Galilee to Jordan to be 
baptized of John, Luke iii. 21. Matt. iii. 13. Mark 
i. 9. wliich office John denied at firft to perform, ay 
{landing in need himfelf to be baptized of Chrift ; but 
the Lord urging that thus it behoved that all righte* 
oufnefs fhould be fulfilled, he baptized him. Matt, 
iii. 14, 15. Jefus then beginning to be about thirty 
years old, Luke iii, 23. 

At this time there was made a moil illuftrious ma« 
nifefiation of the blefled trinity , for the Son of God 
in the human nature that be aflumed, afcending out 
of the water and praying, the heavens were opened, 
and the Holy Ghoft was feen in a bodily fhape like 
a dove defcending upon him, and the voice of the Fa« 
ther was heard from heaven, faying, ^his is my be^ 
lovtd Softf in vihom I am well pleafed^ Matt. iii. 1 6, 
17. Mark i. 10, iz. Luke iii. 21, 22. 

Jefus being now full of the Holy Ghoft, returned 
from Jordan, and was driven by the Spirit into the 
defert, where, for forty days and nights, being 
tempted by the devil, he remained amongfl wild 
beads, not eating any thing : and when^ the days , 
were ended he was an hungred, Luke iv. i, 2. Matt, 
iv. ly 2. Mark i. 12, 13. Satan taking this opportu* 
nity, fet upon him with a threefold temptation, all 
which being ended, he departed from him for a fea* 
fon. Matt. iv. 3 — 11. Luke iv. 3 — 13. and the angels 
came and minillered unto hitn. Matt, iv. 12. Marki. 
13. After which Jefus returned in the power of the 
Spirit into Galilee, Luke iv. 14. John the Baptif^^ 
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the next day after Chrifl's coming to him, when the 
Jews from Jernfalem fent fome priefts- and Lcvites of 
the feft of the Pharifees to him, as he was baptizing 
at Bethabara by Jordan, to afk him who he was : he 
profeffed clearly that he was not the Chrift : he de- 
nied alfo that he was Elias, or that prophet (foretold 
by Mofes, Deut. xviii. 25. the fame indeed with 
Chrift, Afts iii. 22. and vii. 37, but by the Jews 
thought to be another.) He told them alfo, that he 
was " the voice of one crying in the wildemefs, make 
** ftraight the way of the Lord :" and then added that 
teftimony of Chrift, "I baptize with water, but there 
** ftands one amongft you whom ye know not ; he it 
" is who Cometh after, and is preferred before me, 
•* whofe iboe-latchet I am not worthy to unloofe," 
John i. 19 — 38. with chap. v. 33. 

The next day John feeing Jefus coming to him,- 
faith, '< Qehold the Lamb of God that taketh away 
" the fins of the world." This is he of whom I fpake, 
there comes one after me that is preferred before me, 
for he was before me, &c. and I faw him, and teftify 
that this is the Son of God, John i. 29 — 34. 

The day after John ftood, and two of his difciples- 
with him, and feeing Jefus walking, faid, '' Behold 
" the Lamb of God," which, when the two difciples 
beard, they followed Jefus, and tarried with him 
that day, for it was about the tenth hour. One of 
thefe was Andrew, who brought his brother Simon 
to Jefus, and when Jefus faw him he faid, " Thou art 
" Simon the fon of Jonah ; thou dalt be called Ce- 
« phas," John i. 35—42. 

The next day Jefus going into Galilee, command- 
ed Philip (which was of Bethfaida, the city of An- 
drew and Simon Peter) to follow him. Philip find- 
ing Nathaniel under a fig- tree, brought him to Jefus, 
who declared him truly to be an Ifraelite in whom 
there was no guile, John i. 43, &c. withal hinting, 

that 



Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. i ; 

that himfelf was that ladder of heaven forefliewn to 
Jacob in his dream. Gen. xxviii. 12. upon which the 
angels of God were feen afcending and defcending, 
Johni. 51. 

On the third day there was a marriage in Cana of 
Galilee, to which Jefus was invited, together, with 
his mother and his difciples, where he turned water 
into wine, the beginning of his miracles'; and his glo- 
ry being hereby made manifeil, his difciples believed 
in him, John ii» i— 11. 

After this he went down to Capernaum, he, his 
mother, and brethren ("or kinfmen) and his difciples, 
and tarried there not many days, John ii. 12. « And 
thus we are come to. Chrifl's entering upon his pub- 
lic miniftry, whofe afts (hall be fet forth according to 
four diflind paflbvers out of the harmony of the four 
gofpels, contrived by Dr Richardfon, bifliop of Ar- 
dah in Ireland, and recorded by the primate, Dr 
Uiher ; in which this is Angular, that St Matthew 
only IS found not to obfervethe order of time, which 
is conftantly obferved by the other three evangel ifts j 
except only the parenthefis of John's being call into 
prifon by Herod, Luke iii. jg, 20« 



The Jirjl pajjover of the Mini/l rj^ 0/ Cn^lsTy John ii. 
j^.jrom which thejirfi 7 ear of the Seventieth ^ and 
laft Week of Daniel began^ in which the covenant is 
confirmed with many^ Dan. ix. 27. with Matth. 
xxvi. 28. 

JESUS went to Jerufalem to tTie paffover, and go- 
ing to the temple, he fcourged out them that 
bought and fold there ; and for a fign of his authori- 
ty^ he declared unto them that the temple of bis bo- 
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dy fliould be diifolved bj the Jews, and be raifed a* 
gain by him felf, John ii..i3, 14, 19. 

He wrought miracles, knd maay believed on hixD, 
but he did not commit himfelf to them, becaufe he 
knew what was in man, Joha 11. 23 — 25. 

He'inftruftied Nicodemus, the diiciple that came to 
him bj night, in the myftery of regeneration, and a- 
bout faith in his death, and the condemnation of ua« 
believers, John iii. i— 2i. Then leaving Jerufalem, 
he went into the land of Judea with his difciples, ver* 
-2 2. There he tarried and baptifed, (viz. by the 
hands of his difciples, who had been before baptifed^ 
either by himfelf, or by John.) At this time John 
baptifed in Enon, for he was not yet caft into prilbn, 
John iii. 23, 24. There arofe a queftion between 
fome of John's difciples and the Jews about purify^ 
ing, ver. 25. Then did John inAru^ his difciples, 
who told him of Jefus in a way of emulation, con- 
cerning himfelf and his office, and of the excellency 
of Jefus Chrifl the Son of God, giving this notable 
and laft teftimony of him before his imprifonnnent, 
ver. 26, &c. For prefently after, Herod the tetiarch 
caft John into prifon, for reprehending his inceft 
with his brother Philip's wife, and other evils done 
by him, Mark vi. 17 — 20. Matt. xiv. 3—5. 

Jefus hearing that John was caft into prifon, and 
that the Pharifecs had heard that there were many 
made difciples by him, and baptifed, viz. by the 
hand of his difciples, he left Judea (having ftaid 
there about eight months) and went into Galilee, 
John iv. I — 3. Matt. iv. 12. But in his way, he 
niuft needs go through Sanaaria, where he brought 
the Samaritan woman near the city Sychar, and the 
citizens thereof, to the knowledge, and acknowledg- 
ment of him, four months before the harveft (or the 
paftbver) alsout the middle of the ninth month caUed 
Ab^ Joha ir. 4, 5, iSc. 
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Jcfus having flaid two days in Sychar, he went 
onward in his journey into Galilee, John iv. 43. This 
was his fecond return from Judea into Galilee, after 
his baptifm, and being received of the Galileans who 
had feen what things he had done at Jerufalena, he 
preached with great fame in their fynagogues, John 
iv. 45. Luke iv. 14, 15. Mark i. 14, 15. 

In Cana of Galilee, he healed the fon of a noble- 
man that lay fick, John iv. 46. — 54. He wrought 
miracles alfo in Capernaum, and afterwards came 
unto Nazareth, where he had been brought up; 
and entering into the fynagogue (as his cuflom 
was) he expounded to thdm the prophefy of'Ifai- 
ah concerning himfelf : the citizens at firft wonder- 
ing, but afterwards being filled with wrath, they 
thruft him out of the city, and endeavoured to caft 
him down headlong from a hill ; but he, pailing 
through the midft of them, went his way, Luke 
iv. 16- — 30, 

Jefus then leaving Nazareth dwelt at Capernaum, 
and there fo taught them on the Sabbath days, that 
they were aftoniflied at his dodlrine, Luke iv. 31, 32. 
Mark i. 21, 22. Alfo at the fynagogue in Caper- 
naum he cafl out an unclean fpirit, commanding him 

that he (hould not tell who he was, Luke iv. 33 

37. Mark i. 23 — 28. After which he arofe and 
went out of the fynagogue, into the houfe of Si- 
mon and Andrew, where he healed Simon's wife's 
mother, that lay fick of a fever, Luke iv. 38, 39. 
Mark i. 29, 30, 31. Matt. viii. 14, 15. 

About fun-fet Jefus healed all the fick folk which 
were brought to him, and caft out devils, com* 
manding them to hold their peace, Luke iv. 40, 
41. Mark i. 32, 33, 34. Matt. viii. 16, 17. In the 
morning he went into a defer t place to pray, and when. 
Simon and others fought, and would have flaid him 

B U^ 
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he anfwered, that he tnufl preach to other cities 
alfo, Luke iv. 42, 43, 44. Mark i. 35 — 39. 

Then Jefus went through all Galilee, and taught 
ia their fynagogues, and caft out devils, Luke iv. 
44. Mark i. 39. and as he flood by the lake of Genefa- 
reth, a great multitude prefled upon him : he entered 
therefore into Simon's fliip, and taught the multi- 
tude from thence, Luke v. i — 4. and when he had 
left fpeaking, . at his command there was a great 
draught of fiflies taken, at which Simon Peter and 
Andrew, James and John being aftoniflbed, he com- 
manded them to follow him, and he would make 
them iifliers of men, Luke v. 4 — i. Mark ii. 16-^20. 
Matt. iv. 18 — 22. 

Then Jefus went through all Galilee, teaching in 
their fjnagogues, and healing every difeafe, .and his 
fame went through all Syria, and a great multitude 
followed him. Matt. iv. 23, 24, 25. 

In a certain city Jefus healed a leper, who, though 
he was forbidden, yet publiflied it : and thej came 
to him from every place to hear him, and to be 
healed, infomuch as he could no more openly enter 
into the city, but was in defert places, and prayed, 
Luke V. 12— ^16. Mark i. 40 — 45. Matt. viii. i — 4. 

Then again Jefus entered into Capernaum, his own 
city, after fome days, and taught them at home, and 
before the Scribes and Pharifees, and a great multi- 
tude. He forgave fins to one fick of a palfy, who 
was let down through the roof of a houfe, and 
healed his difeafe, to the ailonilhment of them all, 
Luke V. 17 — 26. Mark ii. I — 12. Matt. ix. i — 8. 

Then went Jefus forth again by the fea-fide, and 
all the multitude came unto him, and he taught 
.them, and as he paffed by, he faw and called, Le- 
vi, or Matthew, fitting at the receipt of cuflom, 
Luke V. 27, 28, Mark ii. 13, 14. Matt. ix. 9. 

Jefus 
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Jefus in the heufe of Levi, defended both himfelf 
and his difciples for eating withr publicans, and ex- 
cufeth and vindicates them againfl the Pharifees, for- 
their not fading, Luke v. 29 — 39. Mark ii. 15 — 22. 
Matt. ix. 10 — 13. And it came to pafs on the fecond 
Sabbath after the firft (i. e. the firft Sabbath of the 
new jear, inftituted after their coming out of Egyptg^. 
and beginning from the month Nifan, or Abib) Je- 
fus going thraugh the corn-fields, cleared his difciples 
from the charge of the Pharifees, becaufe they pluck- 
ed the ears of corn; and explained the dodlrine of 
the Sabbath, Lukevi. i — 5. Mark ii. 22 — 28. Mait^ 
xii. I — ^8. 



THji fecond pqffover of the Miniflry q/* Christ, fr&7tr 
which the fecond Tear of the f event it th Week oJHA'*' 
HIEL begins. 

A FTER this was the feaft of the Jews, and Je- 
•^^ fus went up to Jerufalem, and healed on the* 
Sabbath-day a man that had an infirmity thirty-eight' 
years, who lay at the pool of Bethefda ; and made a^ 
mod divine apology to the Jews, who fought to kill' 
him, becaufe he faid that God was his Father, John 

V. 1—47- 

Afterwards he went from thence and entered into 
a fynagogue and taught, and healed one that had a. 
withered hand : whereupon the Pharifees went forth ^ 
and ftraightway, with the Herodians, took counfel 
how they might deftroy him, Luke vi. 6 — n. Mark 
iii. I— .6. Matt. xii. 9 — 14. 

But Jefus, when he knew this, withdrew himfelf 
to the fea,and healed the multitude that followed him,, 
fttaitly charging them that they ftiould not make him 
known, and commanded his difciples^ that a fmall 

B ^ ^^^. 
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fhip ihould Wait on hiniy becaufe of the multitude 
that thronged hira, Mark iii. 7—12. Matt* xii. 15 
—21. 

And it came f-o pafs in thofe days that he went in« 
to a mountain to pray ; and when it was day, he chofe 
twelve, whom he called apoftles, who.are fpecified by 
name, Luke vi. 12. — 16. Mark iii. 15 — 19. 

And he came down with them from the mountain, 
and flood in a plain, where a great multitude came 
to him, and he healed them all, Lukevi. 17, 18, 19. 

After this they went into an houfe, and "the multi- 
tude caijae together again, fo that they could not fo 
much as eat bread ; and when his kinfmen heard of 
it, they went to lay hold on him, for they faid, he is 
befide himfelf, Mark iii. 19, 20, 21. 

When Jefus faw the multitude, he went up into a 
mountain, and when he was fet, his difciples came 
unto him ; and then he preached that long and ex- 
cellent fermon, firil to the apoftles, and afterwards to 
all the people, Luke vi. 20 — 49. Matt, v* vi. vii. 

Now when he had ended all his fayings in the au- 
dience of the people, he entered into Capernaum, 
where he healed the Centurion's fervant that lay fick 
of the palfy, ready to die, Luke vii. x-^xo* Matt* 
viii. S— 13. 

• The day following he went into the city of Nain^ 
and raifed one that was dead, and carrying out to his 
burial, which was the only fon of a widow ; where- 
upon his fame fpread abroad, Luke vii. ix — X7. 

John the Baptift, being yet in prifon, and being 
moved with the relation of his difciples concerning 
the fame and deeds of Jefus, fent two of them unto 
him, faying. Art thou he that was to comey or fhall 
vje look for another / And when they were return- 
ed with his anfwer, Chrift gave a large teftimony of 
chn. After which he upbraided feme of the cities 
Tor their ingratitude, and yet willingly fubmit- 
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ted to the fole good pleafure of his Father, who hid 
his Son from forne^ and revealed him to others, 
Luke vii. i8 — 35. Mat. xi* 2 — 3c, 

Then Simon the Pharifee, defired him that he 
would eat with him, and as thej were at meat he de« 
fended againft Simon, and abfolved the woman, a fin* 
ner, that waflicd his feet with her tears, and wiped 
them with, the hair of her head, both kiffing, and 
anointing then), Luke vii. 36 — 50.. 

It came to pafs afterwards that he went from city 
to city preaching, and his difciples- were with him, 
and certain women miniftered unto him, Luke viii* 
X, 2, 3. 

Then they brought unto him one that had a devil, 
that was both blind and dumb, and he healed him,, 
and zealoufly defended hitnfclf againft the Phariii^s 
and Scribes- that came down from Jerufalem, tlia|c 
blafphemed him^ faying. He cqfi out devils through - 
^e^/zf^i/^^Mark iii..22 — 30. Mat. viii. 22 — 37. 

Then faid fome of the Scribes and Pharifees^ to 
him, Majier^ we would fee a JignoJ thee ; to whom 
when he had Iharply rebuked them, he wouM give 
no other figu but that of Jonas, Matt. viii. 38 — ^5. 

Whil-ftjefus fpake to the people,, it was told Xwxxx 
that his mother and brethren flood without defiring 
to fee, and to fpeak with him ; but Jefus anfwering, . 
fiiewed them whom he accounted for his mother, and 
brother, and filler, Luke viii. 19, 20, 21. Mark iii.. 
31 — "^i^ Matt. :d. 46 — 5c» 

The fame day Jefus went out of the hoiife, and fat 
by the fea fide, and great multitudes were gathered 
unto him, fo that he went into a fhip, and fat, and 
taught the multitude many times, by the parable of 
the fower, and by divers other parables, Luke viii. 
4_i8. Mark iv. I — 34. Mattrxiii. i — 1'>^. 

Alfo'thefame day when it was evening,, he faid un- 
to them^ let ns launch forth unto the other fide of the 

B 3 \a^£»S.\ 
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lake : and when he had given an anfwer to fome that 
would follow him, and fcnt awaj the roultitudey they 
took him even as he was in the (hip, and by the way 
there aroTe a great tetnpeft, but he rebuked the wind 
and calmed the fea^ and fa ved his difciplesy Lukeviii. 
ao — 25. Mark iv. 35 — 41. Matt. viii. 18 — X7. 

When they came to the other fide, into the coun- 
try of the Gadarenes, or Gergafencs, which was on 
the oppofite ihore to Galilee ; and when he was gone 
on land, there met him two poffeffed with devils, ve- 
ty fierce (Mark and Luke mention but cmc) out of 
whom Jefus cafteth the devils, said fuffered them to 
go into the herd of fwine, whereupon the Gadarenes 
defired him to leave their coafts. Then did the pof- 
feffed perfons importune him that they might abide 
with him j but he denied their requeft, and fcnt them 
back to publifli about Decapolis what great things Je- 
fus had done for them. After which he paffed over 
again by fhip to the other fide, and from thence went 
Unto his own city (Capernaum), Luke viii. 26—36. 
Mark vi. i, 16, 17, 20. Matt. viii. 28, 33, 34. 

And it came to pafs that when Jefus was return- 
ed, the people received him gl«dly, for they waited 
for him, and he was by the fea-fide, Luke viii. 40. 
Mark v. 21. and there came to him the difciplefe of 
^ohn, faying. Why do we and the Pharifees fall oft, 
^but 1% difciples fad not ? to whom he gave anfwer^ 
Matt. ix. 14—17. 

Whilft Jefus yet fpake, behold there came Jairus, 
one of the rulers of the fynagogue, and befought him 
greatly for his only daughter, being about ti^^elve 
years old, who lay at the point of death 5 and as he 
was going, even at Jairus's door, a woman that had 
an iffue of blood twelve years, was fuddeoly healed 
by touching the hem of Jefus's garment ; and the 
daughter of Jairus being now already dead, was re- 
flored to life by his word only : and he ftraitly charge ' 
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ed tbetn that no man {hduld know it, Liike viii. 41—^ 
56. Mark V. 42-«-X3. Matt. ix. 18 — 26. 

When Jefus was departed thence, two blind men 
followed him, whofe eyes he opened, ftraitly charg- 
ing them (but to no purpofe) that no man ihould 
know it. Matt. ix. 27 — 31. . 

As they went out, behold, they brought unto^ him 
a dumb man pofl*efIed with a devil ; and when the 
devil was cafl out, the dumb fpake, and the multi- 
tude marvelled ; but the Pharifees blafphemed, Matt* 

ix. 32, 33.34»35- 

Then went Jefus round about all their cities and 

villages, teaching and healing their difeafes. Then 
went he into his own country, and his difciples fol- 
lowed him, and he taught in their fynagogueson the 
Sabbath days, and was again contemned of them, and 
called the carpenter : yet were they aftonlihed at his 
dodrine, Mark vi. i-^. Matt. xii. 54 — 58. and 
he went round abput their villages teaching, Mark 
vi. 6. 

Jefus was moved with compaflicm towards the mul- 
titude, when he faw the great harvelt, and the few 
labourers, and thereupon commanded Jbis difciplefi 
that they ihould pray the Lord that be would fend 
forth labourers^ Matt. ix. 35—38. 

Then fent Jefus the twelve apoftles by two an4 
two, having fnfficiently inftru6led them with com- 
mands and power to preach and to heal difeafes, Luke 
ix. I — 5. Mark vi. 7 — 11. Matt. x. i — 42. 

And it came to p^fs when Jefus had made an end 
of commanding his difciples, that he departed thence 
to teach and to preach in their cities ; and the twelve 
departed, and went through the towns preaching the 
gofpel, and healing every where, Luke ix. 6. Matt, 
xi. I, 12, 16. 

About this time (November ,17th) Sejanus was 
killed ; after wLofc dcai]]^ Tiberius Caefar (bon knew 
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that all the crimes which he had charged upon the 
Jews, were feigned by himfelf ; wherefore he com- 
xnanded the governors of all the provinces, that in e- 
very town they fliould fpare that nation, except very 
few that were guilty perfons ; but that they fliould 
alter none of their cuftoms, and fliould make much 
account of them as lovers of peace, and their cuftoms 
as conducing to public tranquillity. 

About this time alfo was John Baptift beheaded; 
Mark vi. 17 — 28. Matt. xvi. 6, 11, 12. and when 
his difciples heard of it,^ they came, and took up the 
body, and buried it, and went and told Jefus, Mark 
vi. 29. 

The fame of Jefus being fpread abroad, Herod the 
tetrarch, and others, hearing it, declared their opi- 
nions about him, and Herod defired much to fee himj 
Luke ix. 7, 8, 9. Ma|k vi. 14. 

The apoftles returning, told Jefus what things they 
had done, Luke ix. ic. Mark vi. 30. 

When Jefus had heard of the de^th of John, and 
of the deeds of the apoftles, he faid unto them. Come 
ye yourf elves apart into a defert place ^ andrejl a while: 
for by reafon of the multitude they had not leifure to 
eat : he therefore, taking the twelve with him, went 
by fliip privately into a defert place of the city, call*. 
. ed Bethefda. But when the multitude heard it, they 
followed him on foot out of all cities, and outwent 
him, and he taught and healed them. Luke ix. la, 
.11. Mark vi. 31,32. Matt. xvi. 13, 14. ^ 

Then Jefus went up into a mountain, and there fat 
with his difciples, and the paffover was nigh. And 
when it was evening, he fed above five thoufand men 
befides women and children, with fiVe barley loaves 
and two little fiflies, and there remained twelve bat- 
kets full of fragments. AndvWhen the Jews (feeing 
his miracles) would have made him a king, Jefus 
conilrained his difciples to go before him unto the o- 
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ther fide, oppofite to Bethefda, towards Capernaum; 
and he bimfelf went apart into a mountain to pray : 
and when they had gone about five and twenty or 
thirty furlongs, in the fourth watch of the night, Je- 
fus went to them, walking upon the fea, and. would 
have paiTed by them ; but they being affrighted, he 
told them who he was, rebuked Peter, and faved him 
from finking, fo that they were amazed : and they 
drew to ihore, and came to the lard of Gennefareth : 
and when he came out of the (hip, as foon as it was 
known, they b rought their fick that they might touch 
the he m of his garment, and they were prefently 
made whole, John vi. i, 21. Luke ix. 12, 17. Mark 
vi. 35^ 56. Matth.xvi. 15— 36, 

The next day, after that Jefus was pafTed over, the 
peo pie which ftood on this fide the fea, took ihipping 
and c ame to Capernaum feeki^ng Jefus, to whom he 
preached in the fyna^ogues of Capernaum about the 
bread of lifr, and afiirmed to the Jews that murmur- 
ed, that he was that bread of life. From that tinie 
many of his difciples went back, but the apofilea 
would not go away, not with {landing he called one of 
them a devil, John vi. 22, 27, 



TTbe third Pajfover of the MiniJIry 0/ CHRIST, John 
vi. 4« From which the third year qf the seventieth 
Week 0/* Daniel began* 

nrHE Scribes and Pharifees which came from Je* 
•*- rufalem, came to Jefus : and when they faw 
fome of his difciples eat with defiled, that is, un- 
waihen hands, they found fault, becaufe they did not 
walk after the tradition of the elders, to whom Jefus 
anfwered concerning traditions, that they fruftrated 
the commands of God, that they might keep the tra- 
ditions of men j and he taught the people^ which h«. 
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alfo expounded to bis difciples at home, that nothing 
which^nters into a man, but that which cometh from 
within, thatdefileth aman, Markvii. i — 23. Matt. 
XV. I — 20. 

Then he arofe from thence and went into the bor- 
ders of Tyre and Sidon, and he could not be hid. For 
a Canaanitiih woman, a Gentile, a Syrophenician by 
nation, came to him, earneftly befeeching. him for 
her daughter, that was vexed with a devil : whom, 
when he had commended for thegreatnefs of her faith, 
he caft the devil out of her daughter, Mark vii. 24 — 
30. Matt. XV. 21.— 28. 

And again departing from the coafts of Tyre and 
Sidon, he came unto the fea of Galilee, through the 
midfl of the coaft of Decapolis, and they brought un- 
to him one that was deaf, and had an impediment in 
his fpeech, whom he healed, and charged him that he 
ihould tell no man, but all in vaip, Mark vii. '^^^-^yj. 

Then went he up into a mountain and fat there, 
and healed many, fo that the multitude wondered, 
Matt. XV. 29 — 31. 

In' thofe days, when there was a very great multi- 
tude that had remained with him three days, he fed 
four thoufand men, befides women and children, with 
feven loaves, and a few little iiflies, and there remain- 
ed feven baikets full of fragments, Mark viii. i — 9. 
Matt. XV. 31 — 38. 

And ftraightway Jefus entered into a fbip, with 
his difciples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha, 
or the ooatts of Magdala, Mark viii. 10. Matt. xv. 39. 

And the Pharifees came to him, requiring a fign 
from heaven, who after he had deeply fighed, he de- 
nied any fign but thut of Jonas, to thofe hypocrites, 
who knew how to difcern the face of the fky, but not 
the figns of the times ; and leaving them, he enter- 
ed again into a (hip, and paffed to the other fide, Mark 
viii. II— ^3. Matt. xvi. i — 4. 

Aud 



Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 23 

And v^hen his difciples were come to the other fide^ 
they had forgotten to take bread, and they had but 
one loaf with them in the fhip. Then Jefus faid un« 
to them. Take heed of tlie leaven of the Pharifees 
and Sadduceesy and of the leaven of Herod : and thej 
reafoned amongil themfelvesy becaufe they had for- 
gotten to take bread : But Jefus rebuking them that 
they had forgotten the miraculous multiplication of 
the loaves, gave them to underftand that he fpake not 
of the leaven of bread, but of their doctrine, Mark 
viii. 14 — 21. Matt. xvi. 5 — 21. 

Then came Jefu§ to Bethfaida, and they brought 
to him a blind man, whom he led out of the town, 
and anointed his eyes with fpittle, and he recovered 
his fight^ and Jefus forbad him to tell it. Mack viii, 
22 — 26. 

And Jefus went with his difciples into the towns 
of Cefarea Philippi : and it came to pafs as he was 
alone praying, and was now in the way, that he aik- 
cd his difciples. Whom do men fay that I am ? When 
they had anfwered, he faid unto them, but whom do 
ye Jay that I am / And when Peter had anfwered, he 
pronounced him happy, annexing promifes, and for*- 
bad his difciples to tell any man, that he was the 
Chrift. He alfo foretold his death, and refiirredion, 
and called Peter Satan, becaufe he rebuked him for 
fo faying ; then he preached to his difciples, and to 
the multitude, of the crofs which every one mull bear 
that> would follow him, and at length foretold his 
transfiguration, Luke vii. 18 — 27. Mark viii. 27 — 
38. Matth. xvi. 13 — 28. 

And.it came to pafs about eight days after thefe 
things (or fix intermediate days) that he was tranf- 
figured in an high mountain.. And when they came 
down from the mountain, he charged them that they 
fhould tell no man what they had feen till he was ri- 
fen from the dead j axid they kept it clofe^ quedioTi- 
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ing one with another^ what the rifing from the dead 
ihould mean ; and thej aiked him, whj do the Scribes 
fay that Elias muft firft come ? and they received an 
anfwer, by which they underftood that Jefus fpake 
of John Baptifiy as that Elias, Luke vii. 28—36. 
Mark ix. i — 13. Matth. xvii. I — 13. 

And it came to pafs, the next day when they were 
come do j^n from the hill, and that he was come to 
his difciples, he faw a great multitude about them, 
and the Scribes queflioning with them ; and flraight- 
way when all the multitude faw him, they were 
greatly amazed, and running to him, faluted him ; 
and as he was afking about their quefiioning with his 
diiciplcs, the father of a lunatic child anfwered him, 
tb- •. it was about his child that had an unclean fpirit, 
bcr'^. deaf and dumb, and that his difciples could not 
cafi him out. Then Jefus having caft out the fpirit, 
rellored the child to his father whole; and being at 
home, he ftiewed his difciples the reafon why they 
could not cail out this devil, Luke vii. 37 — 42. Mark 
ix. 14 — 29. Matt. xvii. 14 — 21, 

And they departed thence and paffed through Ga- 
lilee, and he would not that any man fhoiild know it: 
and he taught his difciples -concerning his death and 
refurre^lion ; but they underftood not that faying, 
Rnd being exceedingly forry, were afraid toafkhim, 
Luke vii. 43 — 45. Mark ix. 30 — 32. Matt, xvii. 

When they were come to Capernaum they aiked 
Peter about Jefus's paying tribute money. Aud when 
Jefus was come into die houfe, he prevented Peter, 
telling hirn, that he (hould find a piece of money in a 
fifh's mouth, and bad him pay that for tribute both 
for himfelf and for Jefus, Matt, xvii. 24 — 27. 

At Capernaum Jefus aiked his difciples what it was 
that they difputed of among themfelves ty the way ; 
Bt which, y/YitviXhej werefilent it the firft, they af- 

\ftx^%rds 
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terwards told hitn that he was, who ihould be greatcft 
in the kingdom of heaven. Then Jefus taking a child^ 
and fetting him in the midfl, taught them that they 
Ihould have humility even as a child. He alfo warn- 
ed the world of offences, admoniihing us to take heed, 
that neither hand, foot, nor eye, make us to offend 
— that little ones are not to be defpifed — ^how our 
brother finning againft us, is to be reproved ; as alfo 
to be bound and loofed by the church : and to be for- 
given to feventy times feven times, as he ihewed in 
that parable of the two debtors to the king, Luke 
vii. 46 — 48. Mark ix, 33 — 37. Matth. xviii. 1 — 35, 

Then faid John to him, we faw one calling out de- 
vils through thy name> whom Jefus taught that he 
was not to be forbidden, and again warned them not 
to offend little ones, and to take heed again, that nei- 
ther hand, foot, nor eje, caufe them to offend^ Luke 
vii. 49, 50. Mark ix. 38, 50. 

After thefe things Jefus walked in Galilee : for he 
would not walk in Jewry, becaufe the Jews fought to 
kill him. Now the feail of tabernacles was at 
hand ; and Jefus went not up to the feaft, as his bre- 
thren would have him do, who as jet believed not on 
him ; but he went up after them, not openly, but as 
it werein fecret, John vii. i — 10. 
„ And it came to pafs that when the time was come 
that he fhould be received, be fet his face to go to Jfe- 
rufalem, and he fent meffengers before his face, and 
they went into a village of the Samaritans to make 
ready for him ; but they would not receive him, 
wherefore they went into another city, and Jefus re- 
buked his difciples, who would have commanded fire 
to come down from heaven upon them, Luke vii. 

And as they were palling in the way, Jefus gave 

C air ' 
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an anf^er, particularly to fome that would folloir 
him, Luke vii, 57 — 61. 

After thefe things Jefus fcnt feyenty difciples by 
two and two into v^^r'j city and place, where he him- 
felf would come^ giving theminftruftions, and arm- 
ing, them with power, Mark x. i« — 16. 

The multitude enquiring after Jefus at the feaft, 
^nd murmuring concerning hini, Jefus in the midll 
of the feaft, taught in the.temple ; and they woqder- 
/ed at his doftrine; he anfwered, .that his doftrine 
.was not his own, but his that fent him.. ,He alfo an- 
fwered many things to them who reproached and ob- 
jefted againfl him, and oflScers were fent to apprehenji 
him. In the.laft and great day of the feaft, Jefus cry- 
ing out concerning ,f^ith in him, there was a divifion 
concerning him araongft the people : but the officers 
ivhich.were fent, and Nicqdemus, defended both his 
perfon and caufe before the Pharifees that fpake a^- 
gainft hixn, John ;vii. 11 — ^^7^, 

Then went Jefus unto the mount of Olives and 
early ip tjie. morning he fat and taught in the temple, 
where, being not willing to condemn the woman that 
was taken in adultery, he w,arned her to fin no more, 
^s he was teaching in the treafijry of the temple, he 
affirmed that he was the light of the world,, and de- 
fended his bearing record of bimfelf. „He taught ma- 
ny things .concerning the Father himfelf, and told 
them whither he goes^ and who he is: alfo nf their fa- 
ther Abraham ; of the fervitude of fin and of the de- 
vil. Of himfelf, that he had not a devil as they fup- 
pofed. That whpfoever kept his fayings fhould not 
tafte of death, concluding with thefe words, before 
Abraham was, I am ; whereupon they took up ftones 
to throw at him. But Jefus hid himfelf, and went 
out of the temple, going through the midflr.oT them, 
and fo pafled by, John viii. i — 59, 

As Jefus pafled on the way, he faw one begging, 

that 
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that was blind fipom bis youtb, who being made to 
fee, after many examinations both of himfelf, and of 
His parenta, he was caft out of the fjnagogue, who 
afterwards meeting Jefas, he Worfhipped him, John 

Then preached Jefus, that he is* the door of thi 

Jheepy and that good Jbepherd\ as alfo concerning 

thieves and hirelings ; and there was^gain a divifion 

amongft the Jews for thofe fayingSy John x. i — 21.^ 

At' this time- the feventy" r^tnrned to hiin with joy, 
whom J«fus*ftttther warned and inftrufted ; and ret 
juicing in fpirit^-he told them privately that their eyes 
were happy, Luke x.* 17—- 24. 

Then came to him a certain lawyer, afking him'. 
What he muft do to inherit eternal life ? Jefus fent him 
to the law '. and by the parable of the man that fell a- 
mongft thieveff, taught him whi6 was his neighbottr, 

fcuke X. 25^3T- 

Afterward it cailie to pafe, that as hcwetit, he 
came to a certain town, and was received into the" 
houie of Martha, Ibe herfelf miniftring to him, whilft 
Mary heard the words of Jefus,- for which flie was 
preferred before Martha, Luke x. 38— »-42.- 

And it came to pafs* as he was praying in a certaifl 
place, when he ceafed> one of his'difciples faid unto 
him, " Lord teach us'to pray, as John taught his dif* 
** ciples:" whereupon he^the fecond time, prefcribed 
to them the Lord's prayer : ufing. arguments ^fo to 
flir them up to cdnftancy in prayer, and for the cori- 
firmation of their faith in obtaining their fuits> Luke 
xi. I — 13. 

Then caft Jefus a devil out that was dumb, and 
the multitude marvelled, and he confirmed againil 
fome blafphemers, that he did not caft out devils thro* 
Beelzebub, Luke xi. 14 — 26. 

And it came to pafs as he fpake thefe things, that 
a certain woman of the company (aid ^\^\.^ Vc^\^^ 

C 1 ^\^tOk. 
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Bleffed is the womi that hare thee, &c. to whom he 
replied;Luke xi. 27, «8. . 

And when the multitude were gathered thick to- 
gether, he began to faj, " This generation feeks a 
" fign, but there (hall be none given but that of Jo- 
*' nas :"' adding that the queen of the fouth, and the 
Ninevites (boald condemn that generation ; charging 
them to take heed that the light which was in them» 
were not darknefs, Luke xi. 29—36. 

When Jcfus had fpokcn thefe things, a certain Pha- 
rifee defired him that he would dine with him : and 
wondered that Jefus had not firjfl waihed, he was fe« 
verely reprehended, with the reft of ihc PharifceSjby 
Jefus for their outward holiness, or fimulation, and 
for their inward wickednefs,cairetoufnefs, and pride ; 
and he pronounced a^woe }ikewif« to the lawyers^ 
Luke xi. 37, 54. 

In the mean time when there were gathered togc^ 
Cher an innumerable companjr, Jefus faid to his dif- 
ciplcs, ** Take heed of the leaven of the Pbarifecs^ 
** which is hypocrify : and fear not them which kill 
** the body," Luke xii. i— 12. 

And one of the company faid to him^ " Mafter, 
^ fpeak to my brother that he divide the inheritance 
^* with me." To whom Jefus faid, JVho made me a 
judge f And upon this occafion he preached againft 
covetoufnefsy in a parable of the rich man that would 
build great bams ; as alfo againftalljanxious diftrufl- 
ful, and unprofitable, caring abont the neceflaries of 
this life ; commanding them rather to feek the king- 
dom of God, and to be like them that wait for the 
coming of their Lord, as becomes evtry faithful and 
wife fteward ; telling them that he would fend the 
fire of divifion into the earth, and upbraided them 
thatJthey could not find out that that was the ap- 
pointed titne, Luke xii. 13 — 59. 

There were prefentat that feafon fome that told him 
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of the Galileans, whofc blood Pilate had mingled with 
their faci ifices ; from which occafion he preached re- 
pentance, and propounded to them the parable of the 
fig. tree that had no fruit, Luke xiii. j^-i-p. 

As he taught in one of the fynao|ogues on the Sab- 
bath daj, behold there was a woman that had a fpi- 
rit of infirmity eighteen years, and was bowed toge*- 
ther, whom Jefua healed, and defended his deed a* 
gainft the ruler of the fynagogue that was full of in* 
dignation. Then did he liken the kingdom of hea* 
ven to a grain of mujlard feed, and»to leayinf Luke 
xiii. lO, 21. 

Then he went through all- the cities: and villages,, 
teaching, and journeying towards Jerufalem, to wit,, 
to the feaft otdedieation,. Luke xiii. 22. 

As he went, one faidto him, At e there few that 
/ball be faved^ To -whom he anfwered, commanding 
to flrive to enter in at the ftrait gate, Luke xiii. 

Oh the fame day fome of the Pharifees came to him; 
faying, Get thee out y and- depart hence ^ for Herod will 
kill the^: to whom he gave a refolute anfwer, Luke 

3riii. 3^7-3'3- 

And it came to pafs, as he went into the houfe of 

one of the chief Pharifees, to eat bread, there was one 

prefent that had a dropfy, whom he healed, and de« 

fended the deed, though it was done on the Sabbath« 

day. He alfo fpake a parable to them that were bid« 

den, and inllrudted him that had invited him, Luke 

xiv. I, 14. 

And when one of them that fat at meat with hlm^ 
beard thefe things, he faid unto him ; Bleffed is he 
that Jball eat bread in the kingdom of God, To whom 
Jefus anfwered and propounded to them the parable 
of the great fupper, and of the feveral excufes that 
thofe that were invited made, Luke xiv. 15 — ^^24. 

And there was a great multitude that went witK 

C 3 \s^ssx 
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bim, and he turned and preached unta thezn^ that life 
itfelf is to be laid down for Chrift. He alfo propound- 
od to them the parables of a man that was about to 
build a tower ^ and of the king's going to war, Luke 

And there came to him all the publicans and^n- 
sers for to hear him, and the Scribes and Pharifees 
murmured ; whereupon he fpake unto them the pa- 
rables of the lofl iheep, of the groat^ and of the pro* 
digal fon, Luke xv. i — 32. 

He alfo told to his difclples the parable of the un- 
juft fteward accufed to his lord : together with the 
application of the fame : and the Pharifees that were 
covetous^ when they heard thefe things, derided himt 
Then preached he againfl them, and taught many o^ 
ther things^ and declared the parable of the rich man 
faring delicioufly, and of Lazarus the beggar^ Luke 
xvi. I — 31. 

Moreover, he faid to his difciples, Wo to tbem by 
whom ounces come ; and taught, that a brother fin- 
ning againfl a man is to be forgiven, Luke xvii« 
I— 14, 

Hereupon his difciples faid to him, Lord increaje 
our faith. To whom he anfwered concerning the 
power of faith ; and by the parable of the fervant 
coming from the plough, and ftraightway miniileriug, 
he ihewed that they are unprofitable fervants when 
they have done all, having done no mote than what 
was their duty, Luke xvii. 5 — 10. 

And it came to pafs as he went to Jerufalem, that 
be paiTed through the midfl of Samaria, and Galilee, 
and as he entered into a certain village, there met 
him ten lepers, who, as they were going according 
to his command to the priefls, they were ckanfed ; of 
whom one of them came back to Jefus to give him 
thanks, and he was a Samaritan, Luke xvii. 11— 19« 

The Pharifees aiking Jefus when the kingdom of 

God 



Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 31 

God would come ? He anfvtrered, ^at the kingdom 
of God would not come with obfervation : but that it 
is within|$ and further faid to his difciples^ that ac- 
cording to the days of Noah and Lot, fo ihall be the 
da J in which the Son of man fliall be revealed ; but 
that he was firft to fufier manj things, Luke xvii. 

20— 37. 

Then fpake he to them a parable that they ihould 
always pray, by the example of the widow interced- 
ing to the unjuft judge ; whereas God is a righteous 
revenger, Luke xviii. 1—8. 

He fpake alfo to fome that perfuaded themfelves 
that they were jud, and defpifed others, the parable 
of the Pharifee and Publican praying in the temple^ 
Luke xviii. 9 — 14. 

And it was at Jerufi^em the feaft of the dedjcation, 
and it was winter, and Jefus walked in the temple in 
Solomon^s porch : Then came the Jews round about 
hira, and faid unto him, How long dojl thou make us 
to doubt / If thou be the Chrifiy tell us plainly ? which 
he avouched by his works, faying, / and the Father 
are one y whereupon they again took up ftones to 
flone him. And he defending himfelf to be God by 
the fcriptures, and his works, they fought again to 
take him, but he efcaped out of their hands, John x. 
22—39. 

Then he went again beyond Jordan where John -at 
firil did baptize, and there he abode, and many re^ 
forted to him ; and as he was wont, he taught them, 
and healed them, and many believed on him there, 
Luke xviii. 40 — 42. Mark x. i.. Matt. xix. 1, 2. 

Then came to him the Pharifees tempting him, 

faying. Is it lawful Jor a man to put away his wife 

for every caujc? Jefus denied it, and gave an anfwer 

to t^ Pharifees, objefting the bill of divorce which 

Mofes commanded. He anfwered his difciples alio 

who 
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who faid, that then it w better for a man not to mar* 
ry^ Mark x. 2—12. Matt. xix. 3 — 12. 

At tills time they brought onto him little children 
thai he (hould lay his hands upofi them, and pray, 
and his difciples forbade them ; for which, being re- 
buked by Jefus, he laid his hands upon thetn^ and ble(l 
fed them, and then departed from thence, Luke xviir« 
ij — 17. Mark X. 13, 16. Matt. xix. 13 — 15. 

Jefus going from thence, as he was in the way, 
there met him a young man, one of the rulers, very 
rich, faying unto him. Good Majier^ what muft I do 
to inherit eternal life? And Jefus having fpoken con- 
cerning the title that he gave him, fent him to the 
commandments, and he replying, that he had obferv- 
ed them, Jefus loved him : but bidding him to fell aH 
that he had, and give it to the poor, he went away 
fa-*rowful, Luke xviii. 18— ^30. Mark z. 17-— 31, 
Matt. xix. 16 — 40. 

Then Jefus inveighed bitterly againft covetous rich 
men : and when Peter faid. Behold we have left all tt> 
follow theey he made notable promifes to all fuch, 
whereof fome were peculiar to the apoftles : adding 
withal, that many which were lafljhould be firfi^ and 
the firfi fhould he lafl^ which he declared by a para'« 
ble of labourers in a vineyard, for mcmy were called 
hut few chofen^ Luke xviii. 28, 29. Matt. xix. 27, 
&c. Mark x. 23, &c. 

Lazarus of Bethany being fick, his" fifters fent tb 
tell Jefus thereof, who, as foon as he heard it, tarried 
two days in the place where he was : but afterwards 
he faid to his difciples. Let us go again into yudea. 
They faid to him, The Jews of late fought to flon^ 
thee, and goefl thou thither again ? Jefus anfwering, 
faid unto them, Lazarus fleepeth, (meaning that he 
was dead.) Let us go to him, faid Thomas, that 
we may die with him, John xi. i — 6. 

Jefus came nigh to Bethany, and found that Laza« 
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tus had been buried four days : and Marj hearing of 
it, came quickly to him out of the toWn, where Mar- 
tha alio met him, and Jefus feeing her weep^ he wept 
alfb ; and coming to the grave, he bade them remove 
the ftone, and giving thanks to his Father, called La« 
zarus out of the grave, whereupon many believed on 
him ; but fome went to the Pharifees, 4nd told them 
what things Jefus had done, John xi. 17 — 54. 

Hereupon the Pharifees called a council, where 
Caiaphas prophefied concerning Jefus, and from that 
day they confulted together that they might put him 
to death, commanding, that if any one knew where 
he was, they ihould give them notice, that they might 
take him. Jefus therefore walked no more openly a» 
mongft the Jews, but went unto a city, Ephraim, and 
there continued with his difciples, John xi. 54. 

After this they went up to Jerufalem, and as they 
were in the way, Jefus went before then, and they 
were afraid ; and he again took the twelve, and be- 
gan to tell them what things ihould happen unto him, 
but they underftood none of thofe things, Luke xviii. 
31—34. Markx. 32 — 34. Matth. xix. 17 — 19. 

Then came to him James and John, the fons of Ze« 
bedee, and their mother, deiiring that they might iit» 
the one on his right hand, and the other on his left \ 
but he repelled them with his anfwer ; and when the 
reft were difpleafed with their requefl, he admonifti- 
ed them all, that he that would be great and iirft a- 
mongft them, muft be the miniOer and fervant of all, 
Mark x. 35— 45» Matth. xix. 20 — 28. 

And it came to pafs when Jefus came nigh to Jeri- 
cho, a certain blind man fat begging by the way-fide, 
and aiking who it was that paiTed by, and hearing 
that it was Jefus of Nazareth, he (though he was 
rebuked) carneftly implored his mercy ; and being 
called by Jefus, he received his fight, and followed 
him, glorifying God, Luke xviii. 35 — ^j. 
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Then Jefoft entered, and paflfed through Jericho, and 
efpying Zaccheus in a fjcamore tree, be faid unto him, 
/ mufi abide at thy houfe to day^ Luke xix. i— lo. 

And as Jefus went out of Jericho, a gp^eat multi- 
tude followed him ; and he reftored fight to two bUnd 
men, whereof Bartimeua was one, atnd they followed 
him, Mark x. 46 — 52. Matth. xix, 29 — 34. 

Being come nigh to Jerufalem, becaufe tbej thought 
that the kingdom of God ihould immediatelj appear,. 
as he went forwards, he told the parable of the no^ 
bleman that went into a far countrjr, who gave to Yiis 
ten fervants ten pounds, to occupj therewith till he 
returned, and when he came back knowing which 
bad gained mod by. trading, he rewarded each of thent 
according to- the proportion of their gain, Luke xiz^^ 
XI — 27. 

Now the paflbver was at hand, and many weaff 
out of the country up to Jerufalem before the paflb^ 
ver, that they might purify themfelves, John xi. jjy 

56,57- 

And Jefus, fix days before the paffovep, came to° 

Bethany, and they made him a fupper, and Lazarus 
fat with him, and Mary anointed his feet, and wip- 
ed them with the hairs of har head, whom Jefus de;> 
fended againft Judas ; and much people came thither,- 
not only for Jefus's fake, but that they might fee 
Lazarus. But the chief prrefl? confuhed how they 
might put Lazarus to death,, becaufe many of the 
Jews believed by reafon of him, John xii. f — 11. 
Markxi. i — 7. Matt. xsei. i — 7. Luke xix. 21 — ^^^ 

After this Jefus went before, afcending up to Je- 
rufalem ; and it came to pafs-that when he .was nigh 
to Bethphage, and Bethany, at the mount of Olives, 
(the 29th day of our March) he fent two of his dif- 
ciples for an afs-coh that was tied. Matthew men; 
tions the dam alfo : and they brought the colt- unto 
Jcfus^ and cad tl^eir garments on tlie colt, and fet 
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lilxn thereoDy and much people that catne to the feaft, 
met him, manj cailing their garments in the way, 
^nd others .cut down branches of the trees and (I re wed 
them in the way ; and when he was come unto the 
(defcent of the Mount of Olives, the company that 
went before and that followed cried, Hojanna to the 
jSon 0/ David, Then faid fome o£ the Pharifees to 
him, Majler^ rebuke thy dtfciples. Jefus anfwered 
them ; and the Pharifetfs thereupon faid amongil 
themfel ve^. Perceive ye not that we prevail nothing / 
Seboldtbe world is gone after bim^ John xii. 12 — 18. 
Lnkexix. 36 — 40. Mark xL 8, 9, 10. Matth. ^ix. 

When Jefus was come nigh, feeing the city, he 
wept over it, foretelling the utter dellruftion there- 
of, John qtii. 19* Luke xix. 41, 42. Mark xi. 10, 

;ii. 

And when he was entered into Jerufalem, all the 

city was moved, faying, Who is this / And Jefus 
entered into tjie temple of God, and caft out thofe 
that bought and fold in it, and healed both blind and 
lame an it ; and juftified the children who cried, Ho- 
fanna, in the temple, agginft the priefls and fcribes, 
that were difpleafed at it. He alfo taught daily in 
the temple, thofe that heard him being very atten- 
tive ; but the chief priefls and elders of the people 
fought to deftroy him, Luke xix. 45, 46. Mark xi. 
11. Matt. xxi. 12 — 16. 

Some Gieeks of thofe that came to worfliip at the 
feafl, defired to fee Jefus, and he anfwered them that 
told him : alfo by preaching of his paffion, and call- 
ing upoa his Father, he received an anfwer from 
heaven, which fome thought to be thunder, others 
an angel : and fpeaking again of the lifting up of the 
Son of Man from the earth, he anfwered them that 
afked him. Who this Son of Man was ? Then go- 
ing from theoce, he hid himfelf from iht:m.\ ^\:k^^\\SLxw 
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it was evening, be went with his difciples unto Be- 
thany : and though he had done fo many miracles »• 
mongft them, yet did they not believe, that the word 
cf Ifaiah might be fulfilled. Yet neverthelefe many 
of the rulers believed on him, but did not confe& him 
for fear of the Pharifees. Jefus crying out therefore, 
preached concerning faith in him, John xii. 20—50* 
jVfark xi. 17. 

On the morrow^ when he came from Bethany ^ be 
was ah hungry, and feeing a fig-tree that had only 
leaves on it, he curfed it, and it ftraightway wither- 
ed. Then they came to Jerufalem, and entering into 
the temple, he again call out thofe that fold and 
bought there, and would not that any fliould carry a 
veflel through the temple ; and crying out, he taught 
concerning faith in himfelf ; but the chief priefts 
fought how they might deftroy him ; for they feared 
him, becaufe all the people were aflonifhed at his 
do6tiine : and when evening was come, Jefus went out 
of the city, Mark xi. 12 — 19. M att. xxi. 18, 19. 

And when they returned in the morning, as they 
pafled by the fig-tree, they faw that it was dried up 
by the roots, which Peter fhewing to Jefus, he 
preached unto them of the power and virtue of faith, 
but efpecially in prayers. And they came again into" 
Jerufalem ; and as he was walking iuthe temple and 
teaching, the chief priefts, elders, and fcribes, came 
unto him, faying. By vl^JjcU authority dofi thou theft 
things / Jcfiis anfwcrcd, by alking them concerning 
John's baptrfm. He alfo fpake unto them the parable 
of the two fons, aiking them, which of the two did 
the will of his father ? and applied it unto th^m : as 
alfo the parable of the vineyard let out to hufband- 
men, and of their killing the heir of the vineyard, to- 
gether with the application thereof: and from that 
hour they fought to take him ; but they feared the 
people, ioi tbey took him for a prophet. Again be 
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propounded to them the parable of the marriage of 
the king's fon, and the refufals and excufes of fome 
that were bidden, and the wickednefs and punifh- 
ments of others, efpeci?.llj of him that had not on 
the wedding- garment. Then went the Pharifees, and 
took counfel how thej might entangle him in his 
talk : wherefore thej fent unto him their difciples, 
with the Herodians, fejing. Is it lawful to give tri^ 
bute to Ccefar^ or not P Thefe being aftonilhed at his 
anfwer, left him, and went their wajr, Luke xx. i, 
8, 9, 19, 20, 40. Mark vi. 20 — 33. and xi. i, 12, 
J3, 37. Matt. xxi. 19 — 46. xxii. 1—46. 

The fame day there came to Jefus the Sadducees, 
aiking him of the woman that had feven brethren to 
her hufbands, which of- them fhould be her hufband 
intherefurredion? And when the multitude heard 
his anfwer, whereby he proved the refurreftion, they 
were adoniflied at his do£trine : then a Fharifee that 
was a lawyer, tempted him, afking which was the 
great commandment in the law ? To whom he an- 
fwered, and aiked the Pharifee whofe fon Chrift is ? 
And no man was able to anfwer him a word, neither 
durft any man from that day forth, aik him any 
more queftions, Lukexx. 41—44. 

Then fpake Jefus to the multitude, and to his dif- 
ciples concerning the Scribes and Pharifees, denoun- 
cing eight woes againft them , and turning his fpeecU 
to the city of Jerufalem, he accufed her of cruelty 
and obflinacy, and foretold her defolation, Luke xx. 
45 — 47. Mark xii. 38 — 40. Matth. xxiii. i— !39. 

And as Jefus fat over againft the treafury, he faw 
a widow cafting in two mites, whom he preferred be- 
fore them that caft in more, Luke xxi. 1 — 4. Mark 
xii. 41 — 44* 

When he was gone out of the temple, his difciples 
(hewed him th^ (lately buildings^ and (tones of it» 

D whercu^otL 
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thereupon he foretold the ruin thereof, rLuke ^xi. 
J— .26. Markxiii. 1 — 37. Matth. xxiy. i — 51. 

And 9S he fat on the mount of Olives over againft 
the temple, his difciples aiked him when thefe things 
ibould be, and what (hould be the fign of his coming, 
imd of the end of the World ? To whom he at large 
anfwered concerning the figns of them both : and 
warned them* to ,wat:ch, and be ready, bec^ufe they 
knew not the hour when the Lord would. come, and 
he taught them the fame thing by the parable of the ten 
virgins: as alfo bycthe parable of the talents deliver- 
ed to the fervants to trade withal : and defcribed the 
Judgment of this world, (perhaps as a type of that) 
by letting the flieep on the right hand, and the goats 
on the left, and giving fentence upon each of themt 
By day he taught in the temple, 'but at night he 
went into the mount of Olives ; and all the people 
came unto him early in the morning, and he taught 
them in the temple, Matth. xxv. i — 46. Luke xxL 

37,38-. 

And it came to paf§, when Jefus had finHhed thefe 

fayings, he faid unto his difciples, TCe know that of" 

ter two days is the paffover^ and the Son of manfball 

ie betrayed to be crucified i about which 'time they 

confulted together in the palace of the high prieft, 

that they might kill Jefus: but they faid. Not on the 

feafl day^ lefl there be an uproar amongji the peopk^ 

Mark xiv. i, 2. Matth. xxvi, 1-^5. 

As Jefus was in the houfe of Simon the leper, he 
defended a woman that poured an alabafler box of 
ointment on his head, as he fat at meat, againft his 
difciples that murmured at it, and foretold his buri- 
al, Mark'xvi. 3-T— 9. Matth. xxvi. €-1— 13. 

Then entered Satan into Judas, who offered himfelfj 
and covenanted to betray him, Luke xxii. i — 3. Mark 
xiv. 10, II. Matth. xxvi. 14 — 16. 

The 
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The fourth and lafi pajfover^ in which Christ (our 
pajfover^ was facrificed^ i Cor. v. 7. and Jo an end 
was put to all the legal facrijices which prefigured 
this only one. I'he fourth^ or middle year of the 
lajl week o/^Daniel now beginnings Dan. ix. 27. 

TN the firft day of unleavened bread, when the paff- 
-* over was flain (April 2.) his difciples aiked him ' 
where they (hould prepare it? Then he fen t Peter 
and John into the city^ telling them that there fliould 
sieet him a man bearing a pitcher of water, by fol- 
lowing of whom> they Ihould find a gueft-chamber ' 
ready furniihed by the good man of the houfe; Mark ** 
xiv. 12 — 1 6.- Matth. xxvi. 17 — 19. 

And in the evening, he went thither with the twelve, 
and when they had fat down and eaten, JefUs faid, / 
have greatly defired to eat this pajjover with you he^ 
fo^f ifHJf^^ • ^nd he commanded them to divide the 
cup amongft themfelves, faying; I-wUlMt any more 
tat of the pajjover^ or drink of the fruit of toe vine, 
until the kingdom of God fball come :- Then faid he, 
one of you Jbcdl betray me^ • and * they began to be 
fbrrowful, and to fay unto him one by one, Is it If 
and he anfwered, // is he that dippeth his hand 
with me in the di/b: and to Judas, aiking. Is it If 
He anfwered. Thou hafi fatd^ Luke xxii. 14 — 18. 
Mark xiv* 17 — 21. Matth. xxvi. 21, 25. 

Alfo whilft they were eating, Jefus inftituted the 
facrament of h'l body and blood in bread and wine, 
after he had fupped, adding, / will not henceforth 
drink of the fruit of the vine, till I drink it nev> 
with you in the kingdom of my Father, But be- 
hold, faith he, the hand of him that betrays me, is 
-with me at the table : then they began to enquire a- 
mongft themfelves, if any among them ihould do this,

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Luke xxii. 19 — 23. Mark xiv. 22 — 25. Mat. xxvi. 
25, 26. 

* There was alfo a firife amongft them which of 

them fhould be accounted greateft. When fupper 

was endedy Jefus arofe and laid afide his garments^ 

and took a towel and girded himfelf therewith, and 

began to wafh and wipe his difciples feet, and Peter's 

alfo, who at firft denied it, but afterwards defired it. 

Tliis being done, Jefus fat down again, fajing, / 

have fhewed you an example^ that as I have done, 

you might likewife wafh one another's feet : he that 

will be greatejl among yoUj let him he the leafl : yet 

he added, / do not fpeak of you all ; for I know 

whom I have chofen. When he had faid thefe things 

he was troubled in fpirit, and teftified faying. One of 

you fhall betray me : His difciples therefore looking 

one upon another, were uncertain of whom he fpake ; 

Peter therefore beckoned to the beloved difciple, that 

he fhould afk who it was : Jefus anfwered, He it is 

to whom I fhall give a fop after. I have dipped it^ 

and he gave the fop to Judas, and faid unto him. 

What thou doejly do quickly. Judas having received 

the fop went out immediately: and it was night, John 

xiii. 2 — 38. Luke xxii. 24 — 30. 

When Judas was gone out, Jefus faid. Now is the 
Son of man glorified^ and God is glorified in him : 
and be told them of his fudden departure, and ex- 
horted them to the mutual love of one another. He 
faid alfo, Simon, Simon, Behold, Satan hath defired 
you, that he might winnow j ou as wheat ; but I have 
frayed for thee ; and do ihoxiflrengthen thy brethren, 
and when Peter too confidently faid, / will lay down 
my life for thee, he anfwered, Ihe cock fhall not crow 
till thou hafl denied me thrice. Then faid he unto 
them, He that hath a purfe, let him take it, and he 
that hath not a fword, let him buy one. Some an* 

fwering, 
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fwcring. Here are two fvvords, he faid, // is enough^ 
Luke xxii. 31 — 38. 

Then did Jtfas comfort them agaiall the forrow 
■which they conceived for his death ; and to the quef*- 
tions of Thomas, Philip, and Judas, (who is alfo 
Libbaeus, furnamed Tliaddaeus, another of the fons of 
Alphaeus, and brother of James) he anfwered every 
one particularly, promifing them that the Holy Ghoil 
ihould be their teacher : and left his peace with them ; 
and again admoniihed them of his approaching deatb^ 
and of the joyful fruit thereof : adding, .^r^, let us 
go hence j and when they had fung an hymn, they 
went out towards:the mount of Olives, John xiv. i— . 
31. Markociv. 26. Matth. xxvi. 30, 

In the way as they were going, by the parable of 
the vine and the branches, he exhorted them to bring 
forth fruit, and to remain in the love of God towards 
them, and mutiially to love one another, and to a- 
bide patiently the hatred of the world, which hates 
Ghriil himfelf ^ and that they (hould not be offended ^ 
for perfecutions, John xv. 27. And again he com-- 
forted them againft forrow for his death, by the .pro- 
mi fe of fending them the Comforter, the Spit ii of' 
truth, whofe ofRce againft the world, and towards . 
them he defcribeth : and admoniihed them that yet a 
little while f and they Jhould not Jee htm : and they, 
not underftanding what that meant, he explained it 
unto them, and told them that their aforefaid forrow 
ihould be turned into joy, by the example of a wo- 
man bringing forth a man child : as alfo by the pro- 
mife of his returning to them, by the love of the Fa- 
ther towards them, and by his ready hearing of their 
petitions that they ihould make in his name. And 
when he faid, / come forth from the Father^ and am 
ccme into the world; and again, / leave the world, 
and go unto the Father ; his difciples anfwered, Lo, 
now thou fpeakeji plainly : we believe thou cameflfrom 

X) 3 ^^3l. 
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'God. To this Jefus replied, that the time was now 
cojine, that they fhould be fcattered every one to his 
own, and that himfelf (hould be left alone, and at 
laft concluded with a moft divine prayer to the Fa- 
ther, for the mutual illuflration of his own and the 
Father's glory: as alfo for the apofiles, and the 
-whole company of believers, John xvi. i— -33* and 
xvii. 1—26. 

When Jefns had fpoken thefe things, he went with 
his difciples (as he was wdnt) over the brook Ge« 
dron, to the Mount of Olives. Then faid Jefus un- 
to them, jefi/^^^a//^^ offended becaufe of me ibis 
night. But after I am rifen again, I will go before 
you into Galilee : and when Peter faid, 1 hough all 
menjhould he offended^ yet will not I ; Jefns faid, 7o- 
day, even this night before the cock crows thou fbalt 
' deny me thrice : but both he and all the difciples re« 
plied, though we fhould die with thee, yet we will 
not deny thee, John xviii. i. Luke xxii. 39. Mark 
■juv. 27 — 31. Matt. xxvi. 31, 35, 36, 

Then came they to a place called Gethfemane, 

-where was a garden, into which Jefus entered, and 

his difciples^ unto whom he faid. Pray ye that ye en* 

ter not into temptation : Jit here, while I go and pray 

yonder. And he took Peter, and the two fons of Ze- 

'bedee with him, and began to be very forrowful, and 

be faid unto them, Tarry here, and watch, and go- 

'ing from them about a ftonc's-caft, he kneeled down 

^ and prayed that the cup might pafs from him : and 

there appeared an angel from heaven flrengthening 

him. Then he returned, and finding his difciples 

fleeping, he reprehended and admoniflied them ; and 

• then went the fecond time, and prayed more earned* 

ly, and being in ah agony, his fweat was as drops of 

blood : and coming again, he found them fleeping for 

ibrrow, for their eyes were heavy ; and therefore he 

again admoniihed them, and they knew not what to 
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anfwer. Then left he them, and went awaj again 
and prayed the fame words : after which coming to 
his difciples, he faid unto them, ** Sleep on now, and 
** take jour reft : Behold the time is corne^ and the 
**^ Son of Man is betrayed into the hands of finners : 
'< arife, let us be going : behold he is at hand that 
** doth betray me,** Luke xxii. 46. Mark xiv. J2— 
42. Matt. xxvi. ^6 — ^. ■ 

While Jefus yet fpake, behold Judas (who knew 
the placcy becaufe Jefus often reforted thither with 
his ' difciples) with the chief priefts^ pharifees^ cap- 
tains of the temple, and elders of the people, and of- 
ficers, and a band fent from them, came thither with 
lanthorns and torches, and a great multitude with 
fwords and ftaves. And Judas had given them a 
fign, faying, " Whomfoever I fhall kifs, the fame is 
** he, and he ftraightway kifled Jefus." To whom 
Jefus faid, ** Wherefore art thou come ? Betrayeft 
** thou the Son of Man with a kifs ?" John xviii. 23. 
Luke xxii. 47, 41. Mark xiv. 43 — 47. Matt. xxvi. 
47 — 56. But Jefus knowing all things that fliould 
come unto him, went out, and faid unto them, 
*^ Whom feek ye ?" They faid unto him, ** Jefus of 
** Nazareth.** Jefus faid unto them, " I am he ." and 
they went backwards and fell to the ground. He 
afked them again, and anfwered them as at firft, ad- 
ding, " If ye feek me, let *thefe go away," John 
xviii* 4 — 9. Then they tdok him ; and when thofe 
that were about Jefus faw what would follow, they 
faid to him, ** Lord, fliall we fmite with the fword ?" 
and Peter ftruck off the right ear of Malchus. To 
whom Jefus faid, " Put up thy fword; cannot I pray, 
** and have more than twelve legions of angels? Shall 
** I riot drink of the cup that the Father hath given 
^ me ? Suffer you thus far ; and he touched his ear 
•'^and healed him." And Jefus faid unto them^ 
** Do ye come out as againft a thief with fwords and 
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** ftaves ? But this is jour hour, and the power of 
** darknefs." Then all his difciples left him and 
fledy and a certain joung man (of their company) be- 
ing laid hold ofy left his linen cloth, and fled frooi 
them, John xviii. lo, ii. Luke xxiif 49, jO,. ^x* 
Markxiv. 48 — 52. Matt. xxvi. 57 — 73.. 

Then they bound Jefus, and )}rought him, firi^ to 
AnnaSy the father-in-law of Caiaphas, who fent him 
bound to Caiaphas, the high prieft, who formerly had 
prophefiedy that it was expedient that one man 
ihould die for the people. There were all the chief 
priefts, and elders, and fcribes of the people gathered 
together. Then Caiaphas aiked Jefus concerning, his 
difciples, and his dodlrine : Jefus anfwered, Ifpaki 
openly to theworld^ajh them ihat hsard me : then one 
of the officers (l ruck him with a ftaffl To whom 
he faid. If I have well Jpokeny why fnfitejl thou met 
Then all the council fought falfe witnefles againft 
him, and found none. At lafl two falfe witnefTes 
came, but their teftimony agreed not. Caiaphas then 
faid, Anfwerejl thou not to what they witnejs again/l 
thee .^ But Jefus held his peace. Then he adjur^ 
ed him to t^ll him whether he were the Chrift, and 
Jefus anfwered, lam: and ye Jhall fee the Son of 
Man Jtttijig at the right hand of the power of God, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven. Wherefore they 
judged him guilty of dtf^th for this blafphemy. Then 
did they mock him, and fpit upon him, and cruelly 
beat him with buffets and (laves ; and covering his 
face, they faid, Prophefy who fmote thee? And 
many other things they (poke againll him reproach- 
fully, John xviii. 12 — 27. Luke xxii, 54 — 65, 
Markxiv. 53 — 72. Matt. xxvi. 57 — 75. 

Peter followed afar off that he might fee the end, 
and fo did another difciple that was known to the 
high pried, and went with Jefus into the palace, but 
Peter flood without at the door : then that other diC 

ciple 
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ciple fpake to her that kept the door, and brought 
him in. Peter was warming himfelf at the fire (for 
it was cold) the maid that kept the door aiked him^ 
and affirmed that he was one of his difciples, but he 
denied it, or that he knew him, or knew what Ihe 
faid. A little after he went out into the porch, and 
the cock crew. And as he was going out another 
maid faw him, and faid to the by-danders, ^^ This 
** fellow was alfo with Jefus of Nazareth:" alfo ano- 
ther faid, ^' Thou art alfo one of them ; then he again 
denied it with an oath ;" and about an hour after they 
that flood by, faid, " Thy fpeech betraycth thee :" 
and the coufin of Malchus, amongft the reft faid, 
'* Did not I fee thee in the garden with him ? And 
** while he yet fpake, the cock crew the fecond time : 
^< Then the Lord turned, and looked upon Peter, and 
** he remembering the words of Jefus, went out, and 
** wept bitterly," John xviii. 25, &c. Luke xxii. 55, 
&c. Markxiv. 66, &cc. Matt. xxvi. 69, &c. 

As foon as it was day, the elders of the people, and 
the chief pricfts, and the fcribes, came together, and 
led him into their council, faying, Art tbou the 
Chriji? Jefus faid unto them, Ye will not believe^ nor 
anfwer mey nor let me go. Yet he faid, that he was 
the Son of God. To which they replied, ** What 
** need we any further witnefs ?" Luke xxii. 66 — 71. 

Then ftraightway in the morning the whole mul- 
titude of them arofe, and led him boimd to Pontius 
Pilate, the governor, from Gaiaphas to the hall of judg- 
ment (April 3d.) But they went not into the judg- 
ment-hall, left they fiiould be defiled that they could 
not eat the paftbver ; and Jefus ftood before the go- 
vernor. Pilate therefore came forth unto them, and 
faid. What accufation bring you again/i tbis man / 
They anfwered. If be were not a maUfaBor we 
nvould not bave delivered bim unto tbee ; and they ac- 
cufed him, faying, We/oundtbis man perverting tht 
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nation^ and forbidding to pay trUfuU unio Cajhrjfay^ 
ing that be himfelf is Chrift a King :. 2nd ^ben he 
was accufed of the chief priefts and elders^ he anfwer- 
ed nothing. Then faid Pilate, Hearefi thou not bow 
many tbings tbey witnefs agaitt/l tbee ? But be an- 
fwered him not a word, fo that Pilate marvelled.. 
Then faid Pilate to them, TCakeyebim and judge bim 
according to your law* But thej replied. It is not 
lawful for us to put any man to deatb, . Pilate then 
entered into the judgment- hall ^again, and calling Je- 
fus, faid unta him, y^rt tbou the King oftbe^ewst 
Jefus anfwercd, Sayejl tbou tbis of tbyfelf or did o- 
tbers tell it tbee ofmef Pilate faid. Am I a Jew / 
TOifine own^ nation, and tbe cbief priefls have deliver ei 
tbee unto me : Wbatbafi tbou. done ? Jefus anfwered. 
My kingdom is not of this world. Pilate therefore faid 
unto Imn^ Art tbou tben a^ king^^,- Jefus. anfweredy. 
For tbis caufe came I into the world tbat 1 might hear 
witnefs unto the truth. Then faid. Pilate to bixn^ 
What is truth f And when he had faid^this^ he went 
out again to the Jews, and faid unto them, I find in 
bim no fault at all : and they were the more fierce, 
Uiylngy Hejlirreth up the people^ teaching throughout 
all Jewry y beginning in Galilee, to this place. Pilate 
hearing of Galilee, aiked him if he was a Galilean ? 
And when lie knew that he belonged. to Herod's ju- 
rifdi£lion, he fent him to Herod, who was in Jerufa- 
lem in thofe days. When Herod faw Jefus, he was 
exceeding glad; but being deceived of his hopes of 
feeing ^ miracle, and Jefus not vouchfafing any an- 
fwer, either to him, or to the chief priefts and fcribes 
that vehemently accufed him, after, he had fet Jefus 
at naught, and mocked, him, he fent him back to Pi- 
late, arrayed in a gorgeou^s robe : and Herod and Pi«* 
late were made friends that very day, John xviii. 28. 
— 40. .Luke Kxiii. j,j6,. 2j* Mark.xv. x— .5* Matt. 
xxvii. ix«--P>26.. 

Then 
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Then Pilate, when he had called the chief priefts 
and the rulers, and the people, he faid unto them, 
** Neither I, nor Herod find an j fault in him, nor a- 
*« ny thing worthy of death ; I will therefore chaftife 
** him and releafe him." For he was of neceflity 
(according to the cuflom) every feaft, to deliver to 
the people one prifoner whomfoever ^hey would. 
And the multitude Crying out aloud, began to defire 
'that he would do unto them as he ever had done. 
Then faid Pilate, " Ye have a cuftom that 1 Ihould 
** releafe one unto you at the paflbver : will ye there- 
** fore that I releafe unto you the King of the Jews„ 
** or Barabbas ?" For he knew that the -chief priefts 
liad delivered him up of envy. But they ftirred up 
^he people that they ihould rather defire Barabbas, 
who was a notable thief, who lay bound for infur- 
refllion and murder in the city. When Pilate was 
fat down on the judgment feat, his wife fent to him, 
-faying, " Hare thou nothing to do with that juft 
-** Inan ; for I have fufFcred many things in my 
^' dream by reafon of him this day." Pilate there- 
fore fpake unto them again, being willing to re- 
leafe Jef«s, '" Which of them will ye that 1 releafe 
** unto you?" They all cried out, faying, " Not 
** him, but Barabbas." Pilate replied, " What then 
^* will ye that I fliall do unto him whom ye call King 
** of the Jews ?" and they all cried out again, " Cru- 
*• cify him." Pilate faid unto them the third time, 
** Why ? what evil hath he done ? I find no caufe of 
** death in him : I will therefore chaftife him, and 
** let him go." But they cried the more earneftly, 
** Crucify him :" and were very inftant with loud 
voices defiring the fame, Mark xv. 6 — ^15. 

Then Pilate took Jefus and fcourged him, and the 
foldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put it on his 
head, and clothed him with purple, faying, "Hail 
•" King of the Jews," and beat him witfi. feN^%. ^>- 
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late therefore went forth again unto them, and faid 
unto them, ** Behold I bring him forth unto jou, 
*^ that ye may know that I find no fault in him.^' 
Then Jefus came forth, wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the robe, and Pilate faid unto them, ^' Behold 
" the man." When the chief priefts and officers faw 
him, they cried out, faying, " Crucify him, crucify 
** him." Pilate replied, ** Take ye him and crucify 
** him ; for I find no fault in him." Then faid the 
Jews, ** He ought to die, becaufe be made himfelf 
" the Son of God." When Pilate heard that, he was 
the more afraid, and went again into the judgment- 
hall, and faid to Jefus, " Whence art thou ?" But 
Jefus gave him no anfwer. Then faid Pilate to him, 
Speaked thou not unto me? Knowefi thou not that 
I have power to crucify thee ?" Jefus anfwered, 
Thou couldft have no power unlefs it were given 
thee from above." From thenceforth Pilate fought 
to releafe him. But the Jews cried out, ** Then 
** thou art not Caefar's friend." When Pilate heard 
this, he fat on the judgment feat, in the place called 
the Pavement, and it was the preparation of the paf- 
fover, and about the fixth hour. Then faid he to the 
Jews, ** Behold your King," The chief priefis an- 
fwered, " We have no king but Caefar." When Pi- 
late therefore faw that he prevailed nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he took water and wafhed 
his hands before the multitude, faying, " I am inno« 
** cent of the blood of this juft perfon, fee you to it." 
And all the people anfwered and faid, <* His blood be 
** upon us and our children." Then Pilate being 
willing to content the multitude, releafed unto them 
Barabbas, and when he had fcourged Jefus, he deli- 
vered him over to their will, that he might be cruci- 
fied, John xix. I, 10, 17, 30. 

Then the foldiers of the governor, when they had 
led Jefus into the hall called Praetorium, they called 

the

the whole band together ; and when they had drip- 
ped him, they put upon him a fcarlet robe, and plat* 
ted a crown of thorns, and put it on his head, and a 
reed in his right-hand, and bowing the knee, they ' 
mocked him, faying, " Hail, King pf the Jews." 
And when they had fpit on him, they took the 
reed, and fmote him on the head ; and when they 
had mocked him, they took off* the purple, and 
put his own clothes on him, and led him oat to 
crucify him, Matt, xxvii. 27, 31. Mark xv. 16— 

37- 

Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he 

faw that he was condemned, repented himfclf, and 
brought the thirty pieces of filver to the chief 
prieils, confefEng his fin unto them ; and calling 
the filver pieces into the temple, went and hang- 
ed himfelf; and they bought with them the Pot- 
ter's field, that the prophecy might be fulfilled, 
Matt, xxvii. 3, &c. 

And Jefus came forth carrying his crofs ; but as 
they were leading him, they found one Simon of 
Cyrene, fts he came out of the country, whom 
they took, and compelled to carry the crofs after 
Jefus. There were alio two thieves that were led 
with him to be crucified. And there followed a 
^reat multitude of people, and of women that la* 
men ted, to whom Jefus turned, and foretold the 
lamentable dellruftion of Jerufalem. And when 
they were come into the place called Calvary, l^t 
in the Hebrew, Golgotha, they gave him to drink 
wine mingled with myrrh, and vinegar mingled 
with gall ; and when he had tailed it, he would 
not drink it : and they crucified him there (and it 
was the third hour^ and two thieves with him, cue 
on the right hand, and the other on the left. And 
Jefus faid, " Father forgive them ; for they know 
** not what they do." And Pilate wrote a fu^erCctl^^ 
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tion in Hebrew, Greek, and Latin, and put it on the 
crofs ; which, at the rcquefl of the chief priefts, Pi- 
late would not alter. And after they had crucified 
him, thej divided bis garments into four parts, to 
every foldier that was employed in his execution a 
part ; and call lots for his feamlefs coat, whofe it 
ihould be, that the fcripture miglit be fulfilled : and 
fitting down, they watched him there; and the peo- 
ple flood beholding him. But they that pafled by 
reviled him, wagging their heads, and faying, " Oh, 
** thou that deflroyeft the temple, and buildeft it in/ 
** three days, fave thjfelf. If thou be the Son of 
** God, come down from the crofs.*' Like wife alfo 
the chief priefls, and rulers, with the people, and 
fcribes and elders, mocking aiid fcofEng, faid a. 
moBgft themfelves, ** He faved others, himfelf he 
•* cannot fave. If he be the King of Ifrael ; if that 
*' Chrift, the .chofen of Grt)d, let him come down 
*' from the.crofs, and we will believe him. He trufl- 
** ed in God, let him deliver him if he will have him ; 
•* for he faid, I am the Son of God.*' The foldiers 
alfo mocked him, and coming to him, offered him vi- 
negar, faying, -*' If thou be the King of the Jews, 
** fave thyfelf." The thieves alfo that were crucifi- 
ed with him, cafl the fame in his teeth. And one 
of them, continuing his railing againft him, the o- 
ther being converted, rebuked him, and faid ante Je- 
fus, ** Lord, remember me when thou comeft into 
thy kingdom." To whom Jefus anfwered, ** To- 
day ibalt thou be with me in Paradife," And there 
flood by his crofs the mother of Jefus, and his mo* 
ther's filler, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jefus therefore faw his mother, 
and the difciple whom he loved ftanding by, he faid 
to his mother, " Behold thy Son," and to the difci- 
ple, " Behold thy mother." And \^hen the fixth 
hour W9S come^ there was darknefe ofirer al] the land, 

or 
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or country, until the ninth hour ; and about the 
ninth hour, Jefus cried out with a loud voic^, •* Eli, 
** Eli, lam ma fabadhani I and fome that flood by, 
" faid, Hecalleth Elias," Luke xxiii. 26—38. Matt. 
xxvii. 32 — 50. Lukexxiii. 44, 45, 46. 

After this, when Jefus knew that all things were 
accompliflied, that the fcripture might be fulfilled, 
he faid, " I third." Now there was fet there, a vef- 
fel full of vinegar, and they filled a fponge with vi- 
negar, and put it upon hjflbp, or a reed, and put it 
to his mouth, faying with the reft, " Let be, let us 
•♦ fee if Elias will come to fave him, and take him 
** down." But Jefus, when he had received the vi- 
negar, faid, '^ It is finifiied." And then again he 
cried with a loud voice, *' Father, into thy hands I 
•* commend my fpirit," and bowing his head, he 
gave up the ghofi. And when the centurion faw 
that he fb cried out, and gave up. the ghoft, he glo- 
rified God, faying, *^ Truly this is a jufl man, truly 
** this is the Son of God," Mark xv. 38—42. 

And behold the vail of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were o- 
pened, and many bodies of the faints, which flept, a- 
rofe, and came out of their graves after his refurrec* 
tion, and went into the holy city, and appeared unto 
many. And the centurion, • and they that flood 
ovcr-againft, and they that watched Jefus, when they 
faw the earthquake, and the things that were done, 
feared greatly, faying, " Truly this was the Son of 
" God." And all the people that came together 
to that fight, beholding the things that were done, 
fmote their breafts, and returned. And his acquain- 
tance, and the women which followed hinx froni 
Galilee, flood afar oflF, beholding thefe things, a- 
mong whom were Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James the lefs, and ixiot\\e.t ^^t ^^'^^ "^s^^ 
Salome, who alfo, when he w^s \rv Ci^^'^^^ \^^^^^ 
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him, and minifterpd unto him, and many other wo- 
men that came up to Jerufalem with him, Luke xxiii* 
47, 48, 49. Matt, xxvii. 51 — 56. 

The Jews therefore, that the bodies (hould not re-, 
main on the crofs on the Sabbath (for that Sabbath 
was an high day) becaufe it was the preparation, be- 
fought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and 
that thej might be taken down. The foldiers there- 
fore came and brake the legs of the two thieves, but 
not of Jefus, becaufe hfe was already dead. Yet one 
of them with a fpear pierced his fide, and there came 
out blood and water, and thefe things were done that 
the fcriptures might be fulfilled, John xix. 31 — 37. 
And when even was now come, becaufe it was the 
preparation, that is, the day before the Sabbath, there 
came Jofeph of Arimathea, a rich man, and an ho- 
nourable counfellor, who alfo looked for the king- 
dom of God, a good, and a juft man, and one who 
had not confented to the counfel and deed of them. 
Being a difciple, but fecretly for fear of the Jews, 
came boldly to Pilate, and begged the body of Jefus. 
Pilate marvelled that he was already dead, and call- 
ing the centurion, afked him ; and when he knew it, 
he gave the body to Jofeph. There came alfo Nico- 
demus (which at fir ft came to Jefus by night) and 
brought, a mixture of myrrh and aloes about an hun- 
dred pound weight : and they took the body of Je- 
fus and wrapped it in a linen cloth with the fpices, 
as the manner of the Jews was to bury. And Jo- 
feph laid it in his own new fepulchre, which he had 
hewn out of a rock, wherein yet never man was laid, 
and which was in a garden in the place where Jefus 
was crucified, rolling a great flone to the door of the 
fepulchre : and Mary Magdalen^, and Mary the mo- 
ther of Jofes, who came with him from Galilee, be- 
held where they laid him, fitting over againft the fe- 
pulchrc : and they returned and prepared fpices and 
oiatments, and refled on the SabWxWda.^ ^ ^Q.K>\^\tv^ 
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to the commandment, John xix. 38—42. Luke xxiii. 
50 — ^6 Mark XV. 42 — 47. Matt, xxvii. ^7 — 61 • 

The next day (April 4th) tiie Pharifces befought 
Pilate that he would command the fepulchre to be 
made fare until the third day, adding their reafon, 
which, when he had yielded to, they went and made 
the fepulchre fure^ iealing the ilone and fetting a 
watch. 

In tliC end of the Sabbath, or when the Sabbath 
was now pail (April the 5th) when it dawned to- 
wards the firfl day of the week, in the morning very 
early, whilll it was yet dark, came Jlary Magda- 
lene, and Mary the mother of James and Salome, 
bringing fpices which they had bought, that they 
might fee the fepulchre, and anoint Jefus ; and they 
faid, " Who fliall roll away the ft one from the door " 
** for OS?" And when the fun was rifen, coming to ' 
the fepulchre, they faw the flone rolled awa)?: for 
behold there was a great earthquake ; for the angel 
of the Lord came down from heaven, and rolled a* 
way the (lone, and fat upon it \ and they went in, 
but found not the body of the Lord Jefub : and it came 
%Qf. pafs as they were much perplexed.thei eat, behold 
two men came to them in ihinnig raiment; their coun- 
tenances were as lighcening, and their garments 
white as fnow. Matthew and Murk mention but one . 
angel : and the keepers for fear did (hake, and be- 
came as dead men. And when the women were a- 
fraid and bowed their faces to the eartli, the angel^ 
faid to them, '* Fear not ye, 1 know that ye feek Je- 
** fus that was crucified ; but why feek ye the Uviiig 
** amongll the dead ? He is not here : . he is u^tw as 
^* he faid. Come and fee the place where the Lord was 
'^ laid, and remember what he faid/ whilft he was iji 
** Galilee with you, faying, The Son of mean muft 
** be delivered into the hands of finful men, and be 
^' crucified^ aad the thicd .day rife agaio; but ^o ^«. 
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^* quickly, and tell his difciples and Peter, that he is 
** rifen from the dead, and behold, he goes before you 
** into Galilee, there (hall je fee him ; behold, I have 
•* told you." Then the women remembered the 
words of Jefus, and they departed quickly out of the 
fepulchre with fear and wonder, and great joy, and 
ran to tell his difciples ; but they laid nothing to any 
man as they went ; for they were afraid. And when 
the women toH thefe things to the eleven, and to all 
the reft, their words feemed to them as idle tales. 
But Mary Magdalene telling Peter, and the other 
difciple, whom Jefus loved, " They have taken away 
** the Lord, and we know not where they have laid 
** him ;" Peter and that other difciple went out, and 
came to the fepulchre; but that other difciple did out- 
run Peter, and came firft to the fepulchre, and when 
he ftouped down, he faw the linen clothes lying, but 
went not in. Then came Peter following him, and 
went into the fepulchre, and faw the linen clothes lie, 
and the napkin that was about his head not lying with 
them, but wrapped together in a place by itfelf : then 
went in that other difciple, and faw and believed, and 
Peter went imto his own home, wondering at what 
was done ; for as yet they knew not the fcripturcs, 
that he mud rife again from the dead. And the dif- 
ciples went to their own home. But Mary Magda- 
lene ftood without at the fepulchre weeping, and 
whilft fhe wept, flie ftooped down in the fepulchre 
and faw two angels in white, fitting, the one ^t the 
head, and the other at the feet, where the body of 
Jefus had lain ; and they faid unto 'her, ** Womanj 
why weepeft thou ?" She faid, " They have 
taken away my Lord, and I know not where they 
** have laid him :'' and when fhe had thus faid, Ihe 
turned back, and faw Jefus, but knew not that it 
was he. And Jefus faid to her, " Why weepeft 
"thou? Whom fetH^ft thou?" She, fuppofing 

that 
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that it had been the gardener, faid, '** If thou haft 
** borne him hence* tell me where thou haft laid him, 
** and I will take him away : Jcfus faid to her, 
** Touch me not, but go and tell my brethren, fay* 
** ing, I go," &c. And flie came and told his difci- 
ples, and thofe that had been with him, as they 
were weeping and mourning, that (he had feen the 
Lord, and that he had faid thefe things to her ; but 
they believed her not. And as the women went 
from the fepulchre (perhaps Mary Magdalene was 
abfent) that they might tell his difciples, behold Je- 
fus met them, and faid unto them, " All hail," and 
they came and held him by the feet, and worftiipped 
him. Then faid Jefus to them, " Be not afraid, go 

and tell my brethren that they go into Galilee, 

there they fliall fee me," John xx. 1, 2, i8. Luke 
xxiv. £ — 12. Mark xiv. i — 11. Matt, xxviii. i, 8, 
9, 10. 

Now when they were going, behold the watch 
weiic into the city, and ihewed to the chief priefts all 
the things, that were done ; and when they were af- 
fembled with the elders, they took counfel, and gave 
large fums of money to the foldiers that they fiiould 
fay, that his difciples came and ftole him away whilft 
they flept : and " if it come to the governor's ears, 
** faid they, we will perfuade him, and fecure you." 
So they took the money, and did as they were taught : 
and this faying is commonly reported amongft the 
Jews to this day. Matt, xxviii. n — 15. 

And two of them Went into the country that fame 
day to a village fixty furlongs from Jerufalem, call- 
ed Emaus ; and as they jourcied, Jefus went along 
with them ; and thev, telling what things were done 
concerning Jefus of Nazareth, how he was crucified^ 
and that/he rofe again, &c. Jefus (hewed them out of 
the fcriptures, that it behoved Chrift to fufFer, and 
to enter into his glory. And in the villa^e^'^V^K^N^^ 
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had taken brc^d, and given thanks, and broken it. 
he was known to them, their eyes being opened, 
though he appeared in another form, and he vaniihed 
out of their fight. And they rofe up that fame hour, 
and returned to Jerufalem to the eleven, who {aid to 
thcfe two, *' The Lord is rifen indeed, and hath ap. 
^* peared unto Simon." Then they told them what 
things were done in the way, and how lie was known 
of them in breaking of bread ; but neither believed 
they them, Luke xxiv. i j — 35. Mark xiv- 12, 13. 

Whilft they yet fpake, it being evening, in the firft 
day of the week, the doors being fhut where the dif- 
ciples were gathered together for fear of the Jews, 
came Jefus himfelf and (lood in the midft of them, 
and faid, ** Peace be unto you :" but they ^ere af- 
frighted, fuppofing that they had feen a fpirit ; but 
he upbraided them with their unbelief, and hardnefis 
of heart, becaufe they had not believed thofe that had 
feen him fince he was rifen : and he faid unto them, 
** Why are you troubled ? See my hands and my 
^ feet ; a fpirit hath not fie(h and bones ;" and he 
ihewed them his hands and his feet, and his fide: 
and when they believed not for joy, and wondered, 
he faid unto them, ** Have ye here any meat ?'* And 
he did eat a piece of broiled meat and an honey comb ; 
and his difciples rej6iced that they had feen the Lord. 
And he faid unto them, '* Thefe are the words that I 
fpake unto you, while I was yet with you : that aU 
things muft be fulfilled which \vere written in the 
•^ law of Mofes, and in -the prophets, and in the 
** Pfalms, of me." Then he opened their underlland*> 
ings that they might underiland the fcriptures, and 
faid unto them, ** Thus it is written, and thus it be. 
*^ hoved Ghrift to fufier, and to rife from the dead 
^' the third day, and that repentance and remifiion of 
** fins fliould be preached in his name, among all na> 
^^ dons, and yc are witnefies of thefe things* And 
*^ behold, Ifend the pioxaVle oi TR^"S^\!aRt ^ts^icm^ 
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" you ; but tarrj ye at Jerufalem till ye have re- 
** ceived power from on high.^' 

He faid again unto them, '^ Peace be unto you : as 
my Father fent me, fo 1 fend you. Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gofpel to every creature : 
he that believes and is baptifed, iball be fayed : but 
he that believes not, ihall'be damned. And thefe 
figns fhall follow them that believe ; in my name they 
fiiall cad out devils, they fliall fpeak with nev«^ tongues; 
they ihall take up ferpents ; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it fliall not hurt them ; they fliall lay 
their hands on the fick, and they fliall recover." And 
vfhen he had faid thefe things, he breathed on them, 
and faid, " Receive ye the Holy tJhoft ; whofe fins 
. ** ye remit, they are remitted to them, and whofe 
** fins ye retain, they are retained." 

Thus Jefus appeared five times in the firft day of 
his refurredlion, John xx. 19 — 23. Luke xxiv. 36— 
49. Markxiv. 14 — 18. 

. But Thomas, called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jefus came, and the reft of the difciples told 
him. We have feen the Lord : but he very confi- 
dently profefled that he would not believe it. After 
eight days (April the i2th) Thomas being then pre- 
fent with the reft, Jefus came, the doors being (hut, 
and flood in the midft, and faid unto them, " Peace 
be unto you," and abundantly fatisfied Thomas's un- 
belief, John XX. 24 — 29. Luke xxiv. 16 — 20. 

Then the eleven difciples went into Galilee unto 
the mountain that he had appointed them. And when - 
they faw him, they worfliipped him, but feme doubt- 
ed ; and when Jefus came unto them, he faid, " All 
** power is given unto me both in heaven andearth, 
** go therefore and teach all nations, baptifing them, 
f* \Sc. and lo, I am with you to the end of the world." 
Matr.xxviii. 16 — 20. After that, Jefus was feen of

above five bunBred brethren at once ; and after that 
of James, i Cor. xv. 6, 7. 

Afterwards Jefus fliewed himfelf to his difciples at 
the fea of Tiberias : or at leaft to feven of them, as 
they were fifhing. For thej having fiihed all night 
and caught nothing, in the morning Jefus unknown 
to them, ilood upon the fliore, and bid them caft their 
net on the right fide of the (hip, and they caught an 
hundred and fifty and three great fifhes : and Jefus faid 
unto them, " Come and dine ;" and none of them 
durft alk him, " Who art thou ?" knowing it was the 
Lord. When they had dined, he warned Peter thrice 
of his paftoral charge as he loved Jefus, and forewarn- 
ed him what kind of death he fliould die. And to 
Peter's qucftion concerning John, he gave an anfwer 
that was not rightly underftood of the brethren, John 
xxi. I — 24. 

Laft of all he appeared to his difciples in Jerufalem^ 
and led them out as far as Bethany,^ and be lift op 
his hands, and blefled them. And it came to pafs, 
that as he bleffed them, he was parted from them, 
and carried up into heaven, Luke xxiv. 50, 51. Mat* 
xxviii. 19. 

This Jefus Chrift was promifed to Adam in Para- 
dife prefently after his fall in thefe words, ** The feed 
" of the woman (hall break the ferpent's head :" but 
whether he fiiould come of Jew or Gentile, not a 
word was told him. After this Abraham (the He^ 
brew) was given to underftand, that of his feed fhould 
come the Meffiah ; but of what tribe, nothing was 
revealed. To Jacob indeed it was ihewed, that of 
the tribe of Judah, (hould Shiloh come ; but whether 
male, or female, nothing certain. David was affur« 
ed that a fon of his fhould fit upon his throne for e- 
ver. But till Ifaiah, it was not known that he fhould 
be born of a pure virgin ; " that a woman fhould com- 
*^ pafs a man,'* Ifa. vii. 17. " Behold a virgin," that 
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famous virgin (the original fets it forth with an accent) 
fpoken of Gen. iii. 15. " fliall conceive and bear a fon." 
The very place of his birth was not fet forth till Mi- 
eah did it, Mich. v. 2. Not the juft tinae till Da- 
niel foretold it, Dan. ix. 24. Thus by degrees, and 
piece-meal (as it were) God fpake of old to the fa- 
thers by his fervants the prophets, Hcb. i. i. Every 
age almofl, brought forth fome new thing touching 
the babe of Bethlehem (wrapt up in the fwathbands 
of the holy fcriptures) eitlier in exprefs and evident 
terms and tellimonies, or elfe in mirrors and miraf ^ 
cles. Laftly, John Baptift (JFibula Legis l*f gratia^ 
as one calls him) the buckler of the law and gofpel, 
pointed him out with his finger, " Behold the Lamb 
of God," &c. 

Now this Jefus Chrift is the moft excellent perfon 
in the' world ; the faireft among men ; worth ten thou* 
fand of us, as the people fai^ of David, 2 Sam. xviii. 
3. Look upon him as he is defcribed, Heb. 1—3. For 
his nobility, he is God's own Son : for his riches, He 
is " heir of all things :" for his wifdom, " He made 
** the worlds :" for his eminency, " He is ^tlje bright- 
** nefs of his Father's glory, and the exprefs image of 
" his perfon ;" for his might, ** He upb^ldeth all 
things by the word of his power ;" for hib merits, 
** He hath by himfelf purged our fins ;" for his pre- 
ferment, ** He fat down at the right hand of the Ma- 
*' jefty on high." Trap's "Treaf. 

The quality and kind of Chrill's death is remark- 
able for three chara6lers which were engraven on the 
death of the crofs, which he died. 

I. For the painfulnefs of it. The nature of that 
death was painful ; for death itfelf is painful ; no man 
pays that debt with eafe. When A fa died, he cried, 
" Ah, my feet." When David died, he complains, 
** O my cold body." When the Shunaniite's child 
died, he cries, " Ah, my pained head." Whea llx.- 
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xiah died, he cries, ** Oh my leprous ikin." Life 
is a precious pearl : but there are three things befides, 
which made Chrift's death painful. 

J. Violence. It is painful to die of any violent dif- 
eafe ; but when five deaths do all concur, and ftrive 
which of them fhall difpatch the poor man fooneft, 
this mud needs be more painful. Such was Chrift's 
death, which made him complain, Pfal. xxii. i6. 
** They pierced my hands and my feet," and John 
xix. 34. ** One of the foldiers with a fpear pierced 
his fide, and forthwith there came out blood and wa- 
ter." Here are five deaths that invaded a living^man. 
Death on each hand, and on each leg, and death on 
his fide, though this lail came a little too late. Now 
a violent death it mull needs be, when ftrong and 
great nails did pierce the mod nervous parts of his 
body, his hands, and his feet. 

2. Slownei's. Four leifurely violent deaths feized 
on him. Blood is the life of the living creature ; then 
look how long his blood was coming out, his life was 
dropping out as long. It i^ a great aggravation for 
a man to be long a dying, and ytt cannot die. To 
have his torment quick, and yet his death flow, is an 
image of*hell, where men " feek death, and yet can- 
not find it." Clj rift's flow death was divided into 
four quarters. Death at each hand, and at each' foot 
made his pain the greater. The weight of his body 
did hang upon thofe four tormenting nails, his pier- 
ced hands and feet, ss if death had delighted to hold 
Chrift long at fea, and to deny him its laft fad fervice. 
Chrift had been before d^'ing a terrible death in the 
garden, when he was boiled (as it were) in a bloody 
fweat ; and two circumftances ihew that the two 
thieves' death was nothing inflownefs of torment com- 
parable to Chrift's death. 

1. The fad and direful preparatories to Chrift's 
death, as he was the n»glit before in a fouldeathi 
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when thofe ^^oftfict utfAxr^ as it were drops, or great 
hail-ftones of blood, frozen, or hardened together (as 
Stephanus thinks) through extreme terror : when he 
was fcourged, and crowned with thorns. 

2. He was fo weakened in bodj thereby, that he 
was not able to bear his own crofs ; which made 
him complain, Pfal. xxii. 17. "I maj tell all my 
" bones. My ftrength is dried up like a potfheard.*' 
So that Chrift began to die the night before, and con- 
tinued dying twenty-four hours, 8ie Lord's anger and 
curiic being on him, and then bodily pain, with the 
curfe of the law all this time, wrought upon him." 
And Chrift, in bearing the pains of the fecond death^ 
did fufier that which aU the ele& fhould have fuflained 
in their fouls for ever, Ifa. liii, 6. ** The Lord l^di 
** upon him the iniquity of us all ;" and though Chrift 
died but one death for all the eled, yet in the ex* 
tremity of the pain, it was many deaths to him. 

3. Many degrees of life were taken from him. Con- 
fider how mudi of life Chrift had,, and the removing 
of it by violence muft be fo much the more painful. 
Now Ufe natural had in Chrift a fweet and a peacea- 
ble dwelling ; the pofTefGoQ of life was with excellent 
delights. It. was planted befides the glorious Godhead 
petfonally, and fo had fweet company, and that made 
it pleafant. It had not been fo much to take away the 
life of a Gonmion man, whofe life is not privileged 
with grace, and die grace of a perfonal union with 
God. 

Thq fecond charafter that was engraven on Chrift's 
death was, that it was ftiamefid, and reproachful. Now: 
ihame is,, ftrft, fundamentally in the caufe. Sin, and 
fin aded by m^ againft that law of God is the only, 
foundation of fhame, Exod. xxxii. 25. ** Aaron made 
** the people naked to their fliame," fo 2 Sam. xiii. 13. 
Shame and fin are near a^kin. And thus Chrift was 
no more capable of ihame than he vi^ ol ^. "^^^

•came out of the womb clothed with the white robe of 
innocency, and he never contraded one black fpot on 
that fair robe of the higheft image of God from the 
womb to the grave, and therefore there was no fhame 
fundamentally in Chrift. 

2. There is fliame formally in fin : and that, firft, 
In being afhamed afHvely. Seomdly, Li bearing of 
Ihame pafiively. In the former confideration, becaufe 
fin is a fliameful thing in itfelf, Jer. xi. 13. There 
is an internal blufhing, and ihame arifing from fin ; the 
confcience of the finner (if it be not cauterized) think- 
ing iU of fin, and efteecMng itfelf bafe in doing it, Rom. 
vi. 21. " What fruit had you in thofe things "idiereof 
" you are now afliamed?" So Chrift thought ill of fin, 
and efteemed the creature bafe in finning, z. Chrift 
pur Lord being our Surety, though he could not be 
afhamed of any fin he did himfelf, yet being made fin 
for us, he did bear the fhame of our fin : and thus he 
was not free from {hame pafiively, as it is apuniihment 
of fin, Ifa. 1. 6. " I gave my back to the fmiters, and 
" my cheeks to them that plucked off the hair : I hid 
" not my face from fliame and fpitting," Heb. xii. a. 
*' He endured the crofs, defpifing the fliame." So then 
in thefe refpe6}:s, Chrift did bear our fliame. 

1 . In that, though he was the Lord of glory, and 
" thought it no robbery to be equal with the Fadier," 
yet he abafed himfelf to b^ome man : yea, the loweft 
of men, a fervant, Phil. ii. 6, 7, 8. Matt. ix. 28. Ka. 
xlix. 7. 

2. All the tokens of reproach and fliame were on 
his fufferings : as, 

1. In geftures.: they put a crown of thorns on his 
head, and a reed for a fceptre in his hand, to mock hir 
kingly power. They faluted him with niocks, and' 
bowing the knee to him. 

2. m words : They cried out, " Hail, King of Ac 
^* Jews : " They fcomcd bis pto^Yieidcsl ^i^ty, when 
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they blindfolded him, faying, " Prophefy who it is 
that fmote them." And to deride his priefthood, they 
put a robe on him : and when he was on the crofs of- 
fering himfelf as our prieft in a facrifice Xo God, all 
that paffed by, wagged their heads, and fliot out their 
lips, faying, ** He trufted in God, let him deliver him,** 
fecc. *'rhen did they fpit in his face, which in the law 
was a great fliame, Deut. xxv. 9, 50. Job xxx. lO; 

3. I£$ death was ifhameful, the death of a thief and 
robber : fo it is called Chrift*s reproach, Heb. xiii. 13. 
** Let us go forth bearing his reproach." It was a 
ihameful thing to fee the Lord of glory, bearing his 
own crofs on his back, and all the children and baf6 
ones of the city wondering at him, and crying out up- 
on him. This is called the reproach^ or ihanle of Chrift, 
Heb. xi. 26. Pfal. xxii. . 

4. They fliamed him in pulling off his garments, and 
fcourging him, as Jer. xiii. 26. They brought him 
bound to Pilate as if he hadbten a common thief. Mat. 
xxvi. 2. Hence Ifa. liii. 3. "He was defpifed, and 
" reje&ed of men : and we hid as it were our faces 
** from him." He had all ihame put upon him : He 
was branded as the greateft thief of the three: He went 
out at the gate of life bleeding, pained, curfed, fliamed, 
forfaken, defpifed, and mocked. Even the fim feemed 
to be afliamed to fee its Creator in fo painful a condi- 
tion, and therefore hid its head. 

The third charafter which was engraven on Chriil's 
death, was the curfe of God. Now the curfe that 
Chrift was made, was, 

1. The Lord's pronoimcing him a curfe, Deut.xxi. 
23. "Curfed is he that hangeth on a tree 5" which 
Paul applies to Chrift, Gal, iii. 10, 13. This indeed was. 
a ceremoniaji curfe ; but had a fpecial relation to Chrift, 
who was under a real and moral curfe. 

2. God's devoting and fetting him apart in his eter- 
nal counfel for fuffering the pwD^liWsiiX ^i W« 
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3. The difhonour th^t was put upon him ; and fo. 
was Chrift under a curfe, Pfal. xxii. 7. ** He was a 
** worm and no man/' Ka. liii. 3. The lead of m€;n : 
the contempt and refule of men, Afts iv. 11. " The 
*' ftone rejeded bj the builders." Haogjuig.is the 
death of the pooreft and bafeft of men : and thus was 
Chrift ufed, Afis v. 30. " Whom ye flew and banged 
" on a tree," A&s ii. 23. " Whom by wicked hands 
** ye have crucified and flain." Hanging is more than 
ilaying: it is putting hinoi to a bafe death that is curfed 
of Crod and man: and this to be infiifted on a king li- 
neally defcended of the blood royal, the kingly tribe of 
Judah : the only man on earth that by birth and law 
had title to the crown of Judea, w^ the worft that 
mda or devils could do.
